It will be noted from this that em- 
broidery is one of the older arts, and 
probably one of the arts that is be- 
coming lost in this day of radios, 
clubs, automobiles, and other things 
with which modern woman concerns 
herself. 

Embroidery is one of the arts of 
decoration, and like carving, printing, 
enamelling or any of the other tech- 
niques has its own distinctive possi- 
bilities and characteristics. The de- 
finition of embroidery establishes two 
facts; first, that it is accomplished 
by means of a thread generally car- 
ried in a needle; second, the work is 
done on a finished foundation. This 
distinguishes embroidery from bro- 
cading because brocading is a part 
of the process of weaving. The 
foundation fabrics and threads most 
used by embroiderers are silk, cotton, 
linen, with gold and silver, pearls and 
stones for enrichment. Leather, 
birch-bark or straw work may also 
receive embroidery, and human hair, 
leather, wood fibre, raffia, or porcu- 
pine quills may be used as thread. 
Beads, beetles wings, shells and other 
substances may be sewed on the 

fabric and become part of the em- 
broidery.

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CAMEO CUTTERS IN AMERICA 


By GERTRUDE S. COLE 


Nearly every woman owns a cameo 
or has admired a cameo brooch or 
ring owned by some older member of 
her family. Failing that, many have 
received gifts of modern cameos, 
either purchased in American shops 
or brought back from abroad by a 
relative or friend, and nearly every 
museum has a collection of cameos 
and intaglios which once formed a 
part of some famous collection. Pos- 
sibly the best known of these last is 
the well known Marlboro Gem in the 
Boston Museum of Fine Arts, a 
black: and white sardonyx depicting 
the Marriage of Cupid and Psyche, 
which cost the Museum a fabulous 
sum, and was copied by Wedgwood in 
his jasper pottery. 


Very little is known of the history 
of these small ornaments, which are 
supposed to date back to earliest 
history, but perhaps the first thing to 
consider is, what is a cameo? A 
cameo in the true sense of the word, 
is a carving from one piece of stone 
or shell, usually cut from two lay- 
ers of the material but sometimes 
from three or even four layers. Band- 
ed agate or onyx and most shells 
show two colors in the shell as you 
cut through them, or several colors 
in the stones. Taking a_ suitable 
piece of stone or shell, the artist will 
cut away one layer, usually the white, 
to form his design, leaving the darx- 
er color for the background of what 
will be a perfect little bas relief when 
finished. Sometimes cameos are cut 
from a single color, as of amethyst 
or malachite, and they have been 
copied in glass, tortoiseshell, ana 
even jet and rubber, and glass. 


Many famous people have been in- 
terested in cameos and their makers 
and the famous ring given by Queen 
Elizabeth of England to The Duke of 
Essex was a turquoise cameo. por- 
trait of the queen. Queen Victoria of 
England was also greatly interested 
in cameos, gave away cameos and

paisley shawls to those whom she 
wished to honor, and formed a fine 
collection of her own. 


It would naturally follow, then, 
that the “Victorian Age” was also 
the age of the cameo in America and 
careful research has brought to light 
the hitherto almost unknown fact 
that many American sculptors and 
artists were cameo cutters in the ear- 
ly stages of their careers. The New 
York Historical Society lists a por- 
trait of Theodore Allen, cut in 1835, 
by an unknown artist among its col- 
lection of portraits, and in all proba- 
bility this was by an American. This 
Society also lists a cameo portrait 
of William Cullen Bryant, also by an 
anknown artist. 


When I first began to buy cameos 
I naturally wanted to know some- 
thing about them — when were they 
made, who made them, and where? 
A “Portfolio” published in 1900 by 
Cyril Davenport, R. A., a book “En- 
graved Gems” by Duffield Osborn, 
and two books on engraved gems by 
Dr. C. W. King proved most disap- 
pointing as they listed and described 
mostly antique intaglios, which are 
usually cut in a single layer of stone 
and are cameos in reverse, as it were, 
the figure being incised and not re- 
lief. All these books passed the 


nineteenth century ‘with a few words 
saying that the art had fallen into 
disuse, and it was not until I found a 
little book by Howard M. Chapin of 
Providence, Rhode Island, 


that I 
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gained any knowledge of modern 
cameos, and that was very littie. 

Accordingly, I decided to make a 
thorough investigation on my own 
behalf and poring over early Boston 
directories and reading biographies 
has brought gratifying resuits which 
have convinced me that cameo cut- 
ting was not brought to America 
from foreign shores, but was in real- 
ity an Early American Art. 

John C. King was found in Boston 
directories from 1840 to 1879. Born 
in Ayrshire, Scotland, King came to 
America in 1830 and was superin- 
tendent in a factory in Louisville, 
Kentucky until 1836, at which time 
he began modeling busts and medal- 
lions. In 1840 he came to Boston ana 
established himself as a cameo cut- 
ter and sculptor, where he remainea 
until his death. 

Peter Stephenson wrote of himself 
in 1853 that he was born in a village 
of Yorkshire, England in 1823, com- 
ing to America as a child of four 
years. After the death of his father 
in 1835 he went to Buffalo to work 
with his brother as a watchmaker, 
and in 1839 began cutting cameos, 
finding they met with a ready sale. 
Coming to Boston in 1843 he “set to 
work with all my might” and by 
1845 had earned enough money to 
take him to Rome where he studied 
for nineteen months. Stephenson 
‘was very successful in his work both 
as sculptor and cameo cutter and it 
was a matter of great regret that he 
died in late 1859 or early 1860. 

Several authors have each written 
a little of Margaret E. Foley, whose 
birthplace and date of birth are alike 
unknown. Coming to Lowell, Massa- 
chusetts, from New Hampshire or

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Vermont, she worked for some time 
between the years of 1840 and 1848 
in one of the mills in that city, where 
she attracted attention by cutting 
cameos and figures on the spindles 
and bits of wood or anything she 
could carve. Later she taught for a 
short period in Westford Academy 
where her habit of cutting cameos in 
and out of season was not appreciat- 
ed. Coming to Boston she establish- 
ed a_ studio here and_ exhibited 
cameos and sculptures at the Centen- 
niel Exhibition in Philadeiphia in 
1876. Shortly after she went to Rome 
and died in the Austrian Tyrol in 
1877. 


Another woman sculptor § and 
cameo cutter of whom very little is 
known was a Mrs. Dubois of New 
York who reported in 1853 that she 
had taken over thirty likenesses and 
had completed many copies of well 
known subjects. 


No cameos cut by Mrs. Dubois are 
known but Chapin said in his mono- 
graph that it was supposed that the 
same likeness of William Cullen 
Bryant in the New York Historical 
Society’s collection was cut by Mar- 
garet Foley. 


The Essex Institute ig Salem, 
Massachusetts. has two cameos cut 
by Miss Louisa Lander, a native of 
that city, born September 1, 1826, 
and dying November 14, 1923. These 
are both fanciful scenes and have 
never been mounted. 

The other women cutters were 
mentioned in The South Carolina 
Rice Plantation published in 1945, in 
a quotation from a letter from 


Robert F. W. Allston to his wife. 
Mr. Allston says that he saw at a 
fair, supposed to have been the fair 
of the South Carolina Institute, held

about 1851, “specimens of native 
cameo carved out of Sea Shells by 
the Miss Withers”. These ladies 
were named Caroline and Cornelia 
and Caroline was a painter of minia- 
tures. They were native South Caro- 
linians but lived in Philadelphia for 
a time. Miss Emma B. Richardson 
of the Charleston Museum, who most 
kindly directed my attention to them, 
said she was unable to find any 
further information or any trace of 
these cameos. 


Miss Anna Wells Rutledge of the 
Baltimore Historical Society copied 
part of an article in the Charleston, 
South Carolina Courier for May 25, 
1859, describing “Bolles’ Temple of 
Art” and particularly shell portrait 
cameos of Dr. J. Bellinger and A. H. 
Hayden, Esq. These cameos have not 
yet been traced nor has any further 
information about Mr. Burrell, the 
carver, come to light. 


The possession of six lava cameos, 
each with the name of J. A. Green- 
ough, Boston, Mass., caused me to 
try to identify J. A. Greenough, who 
does not appear to be related in any 
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way to the sculptor. In a letter writ- 
ten to the Boston Athenaeum, dated 
18th. July, 1848, Greenough describes 
himself as a poor granite cutter by 
trade, who is desirous of obtaining 
orders for cameos. The six lava cam- 
eos referred to were all “fancy 
heads” but recently the writer picked 
up in a Boston pawnshop, a beauti- 
fully executed head of an unindenti- 
fied person, and later a_ portrait 
cameo of Wendell Phillips in the pos- 
session of the Bostonian Society was 
found to have engraved on the back 
the words “Executed by J. A. Green- 
ough, Boston, Mass., Aug. 1875, No. 
7 Tremont Row, Room 67”. It was 
not until 1879 that J. A. Greenough 
was listed in the Boston Directory as 
a cameo cutter. 


The Boston Museum of Fine Arts 
possesses two cameo portraits by J. 
C. King and a bracelet containing 
four large cameos. These are the 
portraits of William Morris Hunt, 
who as a young man studied cameo 
cutting with “a noted sculptor in 
Boston who was famous for his busts 
and his shell cameo portraits”, and 
his three brothers. They were prob- 
ably cut in the early 1860’s Hunt 
having been born in Brattleboru, 
Vermont in 1842, and the record 
that “while a student he made sev- 
eral cameo portraits of himself ana 
his family.” 


In his book Howard W. Chapin de- 
scribes several cameos in his pos- 
session which were cut by George O. 
Annable of Providence. Chapin says 
that Annable was born about 1829 
and had a studio around 1850 in the 
Hoppin Building in Providence,

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Museum Sponsors 
Tax Reform 


At a recent meeting of the Muse- 
ums Council of New York City, plans 
were made to request the removal 
of the Federal excise tax which now 
applies to amounts paid for admis- 
sions to museums, historic houses 
and zoological parks. A committee 
was appointed to assemble informa- 
tion on the subject and present it to 
Treasury Department officials. 


The announcement stated that this 
step was being made on behalf of 
public museums, historic house muse- 
ums, and zoological parks, and con- 
tinued: 


“The exemptions which such institu- 
tions have always been granted were re- 
moved by the Revenue Act of 1941. At 
the present time this ‘admissions’ tax is 
being continued indefinitely. Unless a 
vigorous protest is made however, the 
Council believes that the tax will become 
a part of the permanent tax structure. 


“As defined by the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue, Regulations 48, the tax applies 
‘whether any profit is contemplated or 
realized’ (Sec. 101.4). It is further de- 
scribed as a tax on ‘the person paying 
for admission; not on the person or 
authority selling the admissions’ (Sec. 
101.16). While the general tax-free 
status of the museums is thus safe- 
guarded, the Council believes that the 
law fails to recognize the difference be- 
tween the distinctly educational purpose 
of museum activities and those of a 
clearly commercial character. A tax on 
museum admissions approximates one on 
college tuition rather than a tax on ad- 
mission to a cabaret, roof garden, or 
night club. 


“Museums, whose income have been 
severely reduced in recent years. be- 
cause of the low interest return on their 
endowments, have digcovered that this 
tax acts as a definite obstacle in the 
planning and carrying out of their edu- 
cational programs. Not only does it 
serve as a deterrent to children, student 
and adult-education groups, but it is 
also a source of serious administrative 
difficulties in each institution. Museums 
which do not now charge admission 
have an equal interest in the problem 
since their own status may change. 

“The New York Museums Council] has 
appointed a committee to assemble de- 
tailed information regarding the effect 
of the tax on the museums of the New 
York area, and their report will be pre- 
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sented to Treasury officials. The com- 
mittee will welcome an expression of 
opinion on this matter from other mu- 
seums. Communications should be sent 
through the American Association of 
Museums, Smithsonian Institution, 
Washington, D. C.”

Historical Society Project 


The Allen County, Ohio, Historical 
and Archaeological Society, Lima, 
Ohio, is proceeding with plans for its 
new home. As one member says, “We 
have a fine location, the money, and 
one of the outstanding museum col- 
lections in Ohio — just waiting for 
the green light. 

A recent interesting project of the 
society is the publication of “The Ex- 
periences of a Lima Ticket Agent in 
the Gay Nineties,” by Franklin A. 
Burkhardt, with editorial notes by 
Ferne M. Longsworth. 


The compiler names many famous 
persons with whom he has come in 
contact in Lima, the crossroads city 
in our national transportation 
scheme. 


He relates that in the Gay Nineties 
it ‘was not unusual to see Maude 
Adams, Lillian Russell, Rose Mel- 
ville, Ethel Barrymore, and others 
of like renown as they waited for 
their trains. Sometimes Madame 
Schuman-Heink, Tetrazzini, or Car- 
uso would mingle with the throngs. 

Burkhardt talks also of the ex- 
cursion days when roads vied with 
each other in cutting prices in order 
to outdo the other fellow. 


The coin people will like this par- 
agraph particularly: 

“Gold coins were quite generally 
in circulation in those days when the 
company pay-car came to Lima 
monthly. Except for small change 
the paymaster paid off the men in 
gold coins. In his gilded cage of pol- 
ished grill work, where stacks of 
eagles and half eagles stood in plain 
view, he appeared as opulent as 
Croesus. It was not unusual for 
Jack Williams or other hotel keepers 


to collect $2,000 in gold coins at one: 


time, a result of the custom of rail- 
road employees giving orders on their 
wages for unpaid bills.” 


As this booklet reveals, the life of 
the observing ticket agent never is 
dull for a moment. Burkhardt brings 
back poignant scenes with his brief 
‘word pictures of the time the boys 
of Lima left for the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war. 

It would seem that depot happen- 
ings, in the hands of a sympathetic 
and capable chronicler, are worthy of 
space in a historical society’s files.

Paolo Veronese 


(1528-1588) 


Chester Dale, one of the well 
known art collectors of New York, 
who is one of the trustees of the Chi- 
cago Art Institute has recently giv- 
en one of the superb works of the 
Italian master, Paolo Veronese 
(1528-1688), to the Institute. 

The canvas by this distinguished 
nobleman is in its original 16th cen- 
tury frame, and the colors in the pic- 
ture are almost the same as the day 
they were applied to the canvas. 

Veronese is considered the finest 
decorative painter in Italian art even 
when he painted religious subjects. 
He was most vitally interested in 
group compositions and did not often 
do individual portraits. The “Por- 
trait of a Lady” is represented as if 
she had been momentarily moved 
from a gala banquet scene in order 
that the rich details of her costume 
might be especially admired. The tex- 
ture of the shimmering white satin 
costume is effectively contrasted with 
the intricate embroidery that in- 
cludes gold, silver, and pearls.

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HISTORICAL RECORDS

MARION TELVA-—Ich liebe 
(Grieg) ; Zueignung (Strauss) ; ac- 
companied by GERALDINE FAR- 
RAR. IRCC No. 3005, 10-inch dise, 
price $1.75. (Electrically recorded 
in 1942) 


Telva and Farrar recorded these 
songs privately, for their own pleas- 
ure and for that of their personal 
friends, with no idea of public cir- 
culation. But the International Re- 
cord Collectors’ Club, undoubtedly us- 
ing as an arguing point the fact that 
Miss Telva’s voice is inadequately 
represented on records, prevailed up- 
on the artists to allow this dise to be 
issued under the IRCC label. To 
judge it fairly, then, one should re- 
gard it as a personal memento and 
listen to it with the friendly ear that 
such a recording requires. However, 
Telva’s warm contralto, hitherto 
known to collectors only through her 
superb partnership with Rosa Pon- 
sell in the great Norma duet on Vic- 
tor 8110, needs no apology; it is a 
pleasure to hear. Geraldine Fararr 
is not, of course, a professional ac- 
companist and has never claimed to 
play like one. Still, perhaps she does 
a better job than most singers would! 
The voice is satisfactorily recorded 
but the piano tone is reproduced less 
successfully. 


FRIEDA HEMPEL—Die Hugen- 
otten: O gliicklich Land, sung in 
2 parts; IRCC No. 3006, 10-inch 
dise, price $1.75. 


If it is true that American record 
collectors generally do not rate Frieda 
Hempel’s colorature as highly as do 
their European brethen, the dispar- 
ity of opinion cannot be accounted for 
merely by insisting that we are wrong 
and the Europeans right, or vice 
versa. In my opinion, the explana- 
tion probably lies in the fact that 
relatively few Americans have heard 
the Hempel records that do justice 
to her singing of florid music. For 
her most brilliant colorature feats are 
to be found on her early Odeon and 
HMV records, few of which were is- 
sued in this country. If Victor, for 
example, had only had the wisdom to 
publish here her two arias from The 
Magic Flute (she was the most fa- 
mous Queen of the Night of her 
time), American collectors would have 
had a stronger basis for a better 
understanding of Hempel’s bravura 
abilities. As it happened, however, 
only two or three of Hempel records 
Victor did see fit to issue reveal this 
side of her art at anything like its 


best. The Edison Diamond Discs, 
made some years later, are curiously 
disappointing: some have moments of 
marvelous beauty, but almost all the 
colorature performances are spottily 
sung. Therefore, this re-recording of 
one of Frieda Hempel’s outstanding 
Odeon achievements is especially rec- 
ommended to those who might have 
underestimated her extraordinary 
skills as a vocal acrobat. 


O glucklich Land was also recorded 
by Hempel for the Gramophone Com- 
pany and most of us have this per- 
formance, which is sung in French, 
on Victor 88382 (O beau pays). This 
earlier German version, recorded 
about 1907, displays an even fresher 
and more limpid tone, and high notes 
of even greater facility. But it is in 
the seldom recorded continuation of 
the aria (on the “B” side of the disc) 
with its octave jumps, trills and high 
F sharp, that the vocal fireworks are 
most excitingly touched off. This is 
coloratura singing of a calibre rarely 
heard even on records. I know of 
no soprano of the present day who 
could equal it. 


In its original form, this record was 
difficult to reproduce satisfactorily. 
Each side was recorded at a different 
speed and required special adjust- 
ment of the turntable to bring the 
music to proper pitch. Happily this 
fault has been corrected in the dub- 
bing process. Moreover, surface noise 
has been diminished without loss of 
brilliance or forwardness, and to my 
ear the copy actually sounded better 
than the original. 


MARY GARDEN — Thais: L’amour 
est un vertu rare (Massenet); 
Chant venitien (Bemberg); IRCC 
No. 3007, 10-inch dise, price $1.75. 
(Re-recorded from two-minute wax 
cylinders.) 

My interest in this is a personal 
one, for I played a small part in ar- 
ranging for its publication. 
few years ago, to go back to the be- 
ginning, while looking through an ob- 
scure old Edison supplement, my eye 
was caught by the name Mary Gar- 
den in a list of “foreign” artists 
whose cylinders were available in the 
U. S. A. on special order. It was the 
first I, or any collector of my ac- 
quaintance, had heard of cylinder re- 
cordings by this artist. Hoping to 
secure further information, I devoted 
a small paragraph to them in the 
November 1942 issue of this maga- 
zine. The results were disappointing. 
Certain collectors were intrigued to

learn that Mary Garden had made 
this type of recording, but nobody 
had them or knew anything about 
them. Or if they did, they kept quiet. 
Nevertheless, after several years of 
waiting, I finally managed to locate 
the titles and numbers, in an old Ed- 
ison catalog of “Foreign Selections.” 
These two, which were recorded in 
the Paris branch of the Edison com- 
pany about 1907, were the only ones 
listed. Undoubtedly they were the 
only Mary Garden records ever issued 
by Edison. 


They were not circulated widely 
in this country when Garden became 
famous here. At any rate, it was one 
thing to know that the records existed 
and another to find them. They 
proved to be discouragingly elusive. 
Other cylinders of the series, by such 
artists as Gilbert, Noté and Muratore 
turned up, but none by Mary Garden. 
Then, not so many months ago, at 
the conclusion of a concert of record- 
ings by famous singers of the past 
which J had the pleasure of present- 
ing at the Metropolitan Opera Guild’s 
exhibition in New York City, a 
friendly gentleman engaged me in 
conversation and happened to men- 
tion that he was the owner of cylinder 
recordings by Mary Garden. It seems 
he had bought them in a New York 
department store years ago. Natur- 
ally I was keenly delighted, and lost 
no time in putting him in touch with 
Mr. Seltsam, secretary of IRRC; and 
thus the Mary Garden cylinders 
finally came to light and found their 
way onto a disc record which anyone 
can buy and which can be played 
on any standard phonograph. 


This example of Garden’s famous 
Thais interpretation is probably a 
more forward and brilliant reproduc- 
tion of her voice than the Columbia 
(A5440) recording of the air she 
made in 1910. The latter I have not 
heard in a long time and unfortu- 
nately my present circumstances do 
not allow a direct comparison between 
the two. In any case, the Bemberg 
song will probably appeal more 
strongly to most of us, for Garden 
did not record it for any other com- 
pany. It is sung with an ardent, 
youthful quality that is exciting to 
hear and the voice ascends to higher 
notes than we usually expect from 
this soprano. Occasionally chest tones 
are used effectively. 

Although the disc is remarkable 
for brilliance and power, it is marred 
by crudeties often found in cylinder 
recordings of the period; moments of 
shrillness, a tendency to squawk a bit 
at times, and a certain thready or 
pebbly quality of tone. The overall 
effect, nevertheless, is more lifelike 
in many ways than what we hear in 
the average disc recording of 40 years 
ago, and amplifies considerably our 
knowledge of what Garden’s voice 
must have been like at that time. 
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Garden admirers will find in IRCC 

8007 certain aspects of her singing 

that none of her other recordings 

have revealed so clearly. 

ADAMO DIDUR—L’Amore dei Tre 
Re: Son quarant’anni; L’Oracolo: 
Mio figlio; IRCC No. 3008, 10-inch 
disc, price $1.75. 

A splendid refresher for those who 
are bored with the series bassos have 
recorded over and over again during 
the past 50 years. Didur’s big, juicy 
voice would surely make anything he 
sang a pleasure to hear, but I think 
most collectors will join me in offer- 
ing belated congratulations to the old 
Pathé company for its enterprise in 
straying off the beaten track to this 
extent, and to IRCC for choosing such 
unfamiliar selections to revive on a 
re-recorded dise that can be played on 
any standard machine of today. 

When L’Amore dei Tre Re was first 
given at the Metropolitan, Jan. 2, 
1914, under the direction of Toscanini, 
Didur sang the role of Archibaldo in 
a cast that included Bori, Ferrari- 
Fontana and Amato. He also took 
part in the Met’s first L’Oracole, Feb. 
4, 1915, with Bori, Scotti, Lucca Botta 
and Sophie Braslau singing the other 
roles in a performance that was con- 
ducted by Polacco. 

But this record has more to offer 
than mere historical interest. Though 
here his high notes may not have 
quite the same ringing tone displayed 
in his earlier Fonotipias, Didur’s 
voice is a most impressive organ. 
Both excerpts are dramatically and 
colorfully sung in authoritative style. 
To many listeners,-the reproduction 
will sound almost like that of an early 
electrical recording—even the or- 
chestral accompaniments manage to 
sound far more vital and realistic 
than is usually the case with acoustic 
recordings.

LOUISE HOMER 


The death of Louise Homer on May 
6 must have impelled many a collec- 
tor to give his own individual memo- 
rial program of her recordings which 
had so suddenly assumed a new and 
poignant importance; for it is always 
a moving experience to hear the voice 
of a recently ‘departed singer defeat- 
ing Time and Death by means of the 
phonograph. We all have our favor- 
ite Homer records, but if I had had 
access to mine that day, I should have 
begun my program with her 1903 Vic- 
tor of O:toi qui m’abandonne from Le 
Prophete (85004; also issued on 
IRCC), remarkable for the exciting 
bravura seldom heard from _ this 
smooth-voiced contralto. Next, for 
contrast, would have come her lovely 
Esser mesto from Martha (Victor 
85105, recorded in 1906) with its ex- 
quisitely spun cantilena and pure 
lyric style. Then Amour, viens aider 
ma faiblesse from Samson et Dalila 
(88201 or 6165) for its vocal opulence 
and for the fire sometimes lacking in 
her performances. After that, per- 
haps several of her duets—probably 
Quis est Homo (Stabat Mater) which 
she recorded first with Alma Gluck 
and later with her daughter Louise 
Homer Stires; and certainly Der 
Engel (189071), recorded with Farrar 
about 1912, which I consider one of 
the most beautiful examples of duet 
singing ever issued by the Victor 
Company. From there on, I’d just 
choose at random, refreshing my 
memory of dozens and dozens of re- 
cords the great contralto made dur- 
ing her 25 year (1903-1928) record- 
ing career.

record collector who, as “Joe Frank- 
lin,’ has made a brilliant success 
with his “Vaudeville Isn’t Dead” 
radio program based on old record- 
ings, some time ago sent me some 
post cards ‘which were mailed from 
“Len Spencer’s Lyceum, the Booking 
Agency on the Square.” One, mailed 
on February 25, 1913, to “Mr. Max 
Backhaus, 303 E. 79th St., City,” 
says: “Don’t forget to come to our 
party Sat. eve. at 421 E. 52nd St. 
Come early, don’t disappoint your 
friend, Harry S.” 

The card, which shows traces of the 
Spencerian style of penmanship, must 
have been written by Len’s brother, 
Harry, who was associated with him 
in the operation of the Lyceum, or 
booking agency. The other side 
shows a pompadoured gentleman, 
unmistakeably Len Spencer himselr, 
talking into a phone. In the lower 
right hand corner is another gentle- 
man who looks like the original 
of “Cohen on the Telephone.” Ac- 
cording to the card, Len was then 
“furnishing the services of  thor- 
oughly competent and reliable vocal- 
ists, drummers, pianists, instrumen- 
talists, violinists, operators, dramatic 
lecturers, vaudeville acts, etc., latest 


and best song slides, band and or- 


chestra musicians.” 

We are getting ahead of the story, 
however. Spencer concentrated on be- 
ing a booking agent and sketch writ- 
er for other vaudeville and recording 
artists after his own popularity had 
waned. For several years after his 
association with Ada Jones began his 
vogue remained at its peak. It was 
not at first seriously impaired by 
Ada’s beginning to make duets with 
Billy Murray in 1907, although after

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a year or so the Jones-Murray com- 
bination became the most popular 
duet team in phonograph history and 
the Jones-Spencer sketches were 
pushed into the background. 

In 1908, while Jones and Spencer 
dialect numbers were still selling as 
fast as the factories could turn them 
out, Len introduced a new partner, 
one “Mozarto,” who had, or was re- 
presented to have, the unusual abil- 
ity to play two musical instruments 
at once. “Mozarto” might easily have 
been a figment of Len’s imagination 
— Frank Dorian could not recall him 
and said he suspected that he was — 
but he was represented by Victor anu 
Edison to be a noted European music 
hall performer, so perhaps he actually 
existed. 

The June, 1908, issue of the Phono- 
gram contained the following de- 
scription of Edison cylinder 9852, 
“Krausmeyer’s Birthday Party”: Al- 
though humorous in itself this vaude- 
ville sketch is more noteworthy for 
the clever instrumental selections by 
Mozarto, a_ well-known vaudeville 
artist. These include a one-string vio- 
lin playing a Hungarian Rhapsody, 
a one-string violin and an ocarina 
playing a selection from ‘Faust’ and 
a clarinet duet. Mozarto actually 
plays all the instrumental features. 
In the violin and ocarina duet the 
ocarina is played by means of a rub- 
ber tube leading from his mouth to

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the ocarina, which is fastened to the 
violin. He plays the two clarinets at 
the same time, one in each side of 
his mouth.” 

“Sim and Sam, the Musical Coons,” 
another original sketch by Spencer, 
was issued in September, 1908. The 
number was 9929. It was thus de- 
scribed: 

“A racy vaudeville sketch. Sam and 
Sim are a pair of vivacious ‘coons’ 
who get back at one another with a 
lot of witty ragtime repartee lead- 
ing up to some clever musical stunts. 
The latter are done by Mozarto, the 
European vaudeville performer. He 
plays about every known type of in- 
strument, his strong point being tak- 
ing them two-at-a-time. We are 
treated to saxophone duet, ‘Sycamore 
Tree’; to ‘Swanee River’ on a one- 
string violin and ocarina, and to a 
clarinet duet, ‘Jamaica Two-Step,’ 
Mozarto being the sole performer in 
all three duets.” 

The Spencer—Mozarto partnership 
lasted for only a few records. When 
Edison introduced four-minute cyl- 
inders late in 1908, Len’s inventive- 
ness was given a fillip. With twice 
as much recording time available as 
on the two-minute records, he was 
able to do his creative gifts justice 
and some of the Amberol cylinders 
are among the best things that he 
and Ada Jones ever did. I am in- 
clined to give the palm among all 
their records to “Little Arrow and 
Big Chief Greasepaint,” a burlesque 
on the old-time “Wild West” show 
that I consider one of the funniest 
things ever cut into wax. Years after 
his death, this sketch, as well as sev- 
eral other Jones-Spencer specialties, 
was transferred to _ indestructible 
Blue Amberol records and stayed in 
the catalog until Edison went out of 
the record business in 1929. 

The advertising card “Mentioned 
the ability of Spencer’s Lyceum to 
supply “song slides,” which were used 
in the old days of vaudeville to illus- 
trate the words of popular songs as 
they were rendered on the vaudeville

stage. Len wrote and recorded at 
least one sketch based on the song 
slide idea. In October, 1910, Edison 
issued Amberol record No. 4529, 
“Mamma’s Boy,” which revived a 
song that had been popular five years 
before. Described as an “illustrated 
song idea,” it was divided into two 
scenes. 

In the first, a group of boys were 
playing soldiers. “Mamma’s_ Boy,” 
portrayed by one “Miss Myrtle 
Spencer,” proposed the game and 
wanted to be captain. Mickey Finn, 
acted by Clarence Rockefeller, 
wouldn’t allow him te play but pulled 
his Little Lord Fauntleroy curls and 
velvet trousers and called him “a 
mamma’s_ boy.” Mamma’s_Boy’s 
mother called him in and he sobbing- 
ly told her of his troubles. His moth- 
er (Ada Jones) then sang the chorus 
of the “Mamma’s Boy” song, begin- 
ning, “Don’t you mind what they 
call you, darling.” 

The second scene supposedly occur- 
red 30 years later, and was described 
by the Edison ad. writer as follows: 
“After the battle, return of recon- 
noitering squad reporting to captain. 
Captain congratulates men on glor- 
ious victory. Soldiers give all credit 
to captain. Captain refers to order 
from General to sail home within a 
week. Sergeant tells of Captain and 
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himself being soldiers thirty years. 
Captain recognizes Sergeant as Mick- 
ey Finn, playmate of boyhood days. 
The Captain acknowledges, good 
naturedly, that he was called ‘Mam- 
ma’s Boy.’ Soldiers join in singing 
chorus of song, and Taps and good- 
nights clear the record, which was ar- 
ranged entirely by Len Spencer.” 

In the second half Len himself was 
the former “Mamma’s Boy,” Steve 
Porter was the sergeant and the 
Premier Quartet took the part of sold- 
iers. I wonder who Myrtle Spencer 
was? She may have been Harry 
Spencer’s daughter. Len’s children 
were named Ethel, Michael and 
Clare. Clarence Rockefeller also is an 
unknown but presumably was not a 
son or grandson of John D. 

Another unusual Spencer-inspired 
record of those days was the En- 
trance of Topsy scene from “Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin.” Len was St. Claire; 
Ethel Harboro (I suspect this was his 
daughter Ethel) was Aunt Ophelia; 
Myrtle Spencer was “Little Eva’; 
Spencer was also Uncle Tom; Ada 
Jones was Topsy, and a two-banjo 
accompaniment was furnished by 
Vess L. Ossman and a gentleman 
named Dudley — who, whoever he 
was, WASN’T S. H. Dudley! I have 
that information from S. H. himself.

THE COMBS AND PINS OF A MUSIC BOX 


By G. P. HECKERT 


The comb is the most visible part 
of the essential mechanism of a music 
box. However, the condition of the 
tiny pins on the cylinder are just as 
important. 

Since the publication of the “Cur- 
ious History of Music Boxes” several 
years ago have received letters 
from all parts of the country asking 
me to furnish new combs and to re- 
store the cylinders. I have had music 
boxes in all sorts of conditions ship- 
ped to me and brought into my store, 
some from great distances, many of 
which had to be turned down be- 
cause there was no factory or dealer 
from which to obtain the necessary 
replacements. What a pity, for the 
owners were unusually nice people 
you would like to please. 

In the 34 years I have been in busi- 
ness there has not been one new mu- 
sic box made so far as I know. What- 
ever material for doing the repairs 
has become scarcer each year and 
today you will see in the advertising 
columns of HOBBIES requests for 
ruined music boxes from the few re- 
pairers still in existence. This is 
done in the hope of replenishing their 
stock of spare parts. And there are 
many parts not to be had. Take the 
medium sized pinions for the gover- 
nors and the ‘worm or fan staff for 
example. They are very seldom ob- 
tainable, nor even fair substitutes. 
Music boxes, like Swiss watches, 
come in such unlimited variety that 
I have almost never seen two alike. 
Therefore in essential parts it is usu- 
ally necessary to put in “the nearest 
thing you can get”. 


A little booklet written in 1890 by 
one of the leading importing firms 
states that, “In order to avoid use- 
less correspondence we will state 
here that no comb or cylinder can be 
duplicated even by the manufacturer 
unless the whole box is sent to the 
factory, which would generally cost 
more than a new one. If the pins are 
damaged we can replace them but for 
cheap boxes this is hardly worth- 
while as the cost of such repairs 
would almost equal the value of the 
box.” 


Now let us take several examples. 
One of my close friends has a music 
box with three interchangable cyl- 
inders. Each cylinder is about 14” 
long with almost eight airs on each. 
All pins are perfect and the case and 
movement in mint condition except 
that some mischievous person or 
child picked 17 teeth out of the comb 
in a row — treble teeth in a fine 
two comb box of the 90’s. With the 
finest modern grinding wheel I hoped 
to cut a strip of new teeth from 
another comb, neatly insert them and 
tune them. So my friends far and 
wide joined in the search — time or 
cost of no consideration. Did we find 
it? Apparently so, but the Rockwell 
test showed a difference in hardness. 
The result of this was that he wreck- 
ed the box, gave me the combs for 
future reference and put the cylin- 
ders away hopefully. 


In time he bought an oak box of 
the same size and about the same de-

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COLLECTIBLE PRINTS 


By JOHN 


In the minds of too many owners 
of inherited antiques, general col- 
lectors and dealers, all American 
lithographs, particularly any bearing 
the well-known imprint of Currier & 
Ives, are rare and valuable. This is 
so far from true that a very little 
casual information is enough to 
prove the idea wrong. Of course, 
the value of any antique is not in- 
trinsic, but is not entirely sentimen- 
tal, either, and is largely governed 
by the good old law of supply and 
demand. Thus, while there are so 
few active collectors of Washington 
material today that the commoner 
lithographs of “The Father of His 
Country” are in demand mainly as 
decorative prints, a fine copy of a 
rare and early Washington subject 
may arouse enough competition to 
bring a good price. In the same con- 
nection, the Currier & Ives “Little 
Daisy” and “Little Manly,” originally 
given away as premiums, are not 
only common but, to the taste of 
1947, rather unattractive, so that 
copies are usually quite inexpensive. 
But the almost equally common 
“Little Brother” and “Little Sister”

prints are so superior in color and 
decorative value that they are worth 
more. 

Of course, there is no explanation 


for collectors’ preferences, which 
vary from year to year. If enough 
active collectors want the same 


titles or types of print, and outbid 
each other to get them, values in- 
evitably jump. But then new collec- 
tors will pick new and less expen- 
sive types, so that, eventually, there 
will be new “high-spots,” while the 
old ones will drop in demand and so 
in value. Since the prints of Currier 
& Ives have been collected, actively 
and enthusiastically, for nearly 25 
years, several types of subject have 
been, in turn, “tops,” to be succeeded 
by other favorites. 

Frankly, the field of American 
lithographs is so immense, with 
about 15,000 titles cataloged, that the 
collector almost has to select some 
special classification, which can re- 
flect personal hobbies, background, 
location, almost any special inter- 
est. Flower prints are decorative, 
lovely, and worth study for their 
range of species, coloring and ar-

“Name prints”, the pin- 
up girls of the last century, also make 
a fine collection. 
another favorite, particularly since 
one of our best-known career women 
was inspired to present another ‘with 
a Currier & Ives “Kitties.” Comic 
and religious prints both attract col- 
lectors. A pioneer collector owned 3U 
of the lugubrious “In Memorium” 
prints embellished with weeping wil- 
lows and tombstones, and almost as 
many of the death-bed scenes por- 
traying the last moments of Ameri- 
can heroes. And the list could go on 
indefinitely. 


Naturally, the most popular spe- 
cial fields are those which include the 
finest prints, particularly those large 
and medium folios which originally 
cost most, so were more carefulry 
printed and colored, and were usually 
executed by the the publishers’ most 
competent artists. Currier & Ives 
certainly issued many of the finest of 
these, by Durrie, Tait, Maurer, Par- 
sons and others, but their competi- 
tors were not far behind. In fact, 
their local views and scenes are often 
rarer, finer and more desirable than 
those of the better-known house.

prints are certainly the finest, but 
particularly those which have been 
publicly recognized as fine, by in- 
clusion in the lists of the “Best Fifty” 
of Currier & Ives, by high auction 
records or by other notice. Rarity is 
important, too, but a copy of the 
Currier & Ives “Home to Thanks- 
giving”, not more than scarce, but 
familiar through reproduction and 
auction records as one of the finest 
and most valuable American prints, 
is worth a hundred times as much as 
several excessively rare but less im- 
portant titles, and more, in all proba- 
bility, than a unique and unknown 
Currier & Ives print of equal quality. 

Condition, too, is of prime impor- 
tance. From a decorator’s standpoint, 
American lithographs in perfect orig- 
inal condition may be too garish, 
actually improved by some aging and 
fading, but the collector wants his

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with the original margins, so often 
out for framing, and as bright and 
clean as when came from the press. 

In the final analysis, all American 
lithographs are collectible. Certainly 
a room furnished with American an- 
tiques should have one or two on its 
‘walls for their decorative quality and 
their strong American feeling. And, 
if only the finest can stand compari- 
son with Philadelphia Chippendale, 
New England Heppelwhite and New 
York Phyfe, many present-day col- 
lectors are quite satisfied with “cot- 
tage Victorian”, and can use the 
more common prints. Among these, 
too are hundreds, even thousands, of 
really attractive subjects, the domes- 
tic animals, children, country scenes, 
Victorian genre scenes, sentimental 
as they are, even the floriated mot- 
tos, which look entirely right in an 
American interior. 

From prints of this type, the col- 
lector of modest ambitions can select 
a special interest which will result in 
an interesting and unusual collection. 
The finest and rarest prints, of 
course, will always be difficult to 
find and, usually, fairly expensive, 
but, also, they will always be gooa 
property. These are the really “col- 
lectible” prints, and are too well 
known to be detailed here. However, 
any American lithograph has some 
“sales appeal’, and any will find an 
admiring owner eventually, but not 
= are rare, and few are really valu- 
able. 





CAMEO CUTTERS 
IN AMERICA 

(CONTINUED FROM PAGE 17) 
Rhode Island. He exhibited at an ex- 
hibition by the Rhode Island Society 
for the Encouragement of Domestic 
Industry in 1851, receiving the high- 
est prize. He cut numerous cameos 
listed by Chapin, and died in 1887. 

Erastus D. Palmer, later well 
known for his sculptures, opened a 
studio in Albany, New York for cut- 
ting cameos and is said to have exe- 
cuted over two hundred portraits in 
cameo in the space of two years. 
Launt Thompson came to this studio 
as a boy of fifteen and worked and 
lived with Mr. Palmer for nine years, 
cutting cameos and studying scuip- 
ture. The Albany Institute of His- 
tory and Art has about twenty casts 
of cameos cut by Palmer and one ori- 
ginal cameo by each Palmer ana 
Thompson. 

These were all shell cameos ana but 
one stone cameo cutter has been 
found in the person of Augustus 
Saint-Gaudens, who was apprenticea 
to a stone cameo cutter in 1861, at 
the age of thirteen. Saint-Gaudens 
worked for this cutter, a Savoyard, 
by the name of Avet, in New York 
City for three years and then worked 
with a shell cameo cutter named Le 
Brethen for a further three years 
before going to Paris in 1867 to 
study sculpture. In his Reminiscenc- 
es we are told by Saint-Gaudens that 
undoubtedly Avet was the first stone 
cameo cutter in America, although 
there had been numerous stone seal 
cutters before his Advent. Saint- 
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Gaudens must have cut many thous- 
ands of cameos, in America, France 
and Rome, but of these the portrait 
of William R. Bliss in the possession 
of the Boston Athenaeum and a few 
owned by the Saint-Gaudens family 
are the only ones whose location is 
known at present. 


Ball Hughes, an Englishman who 
came to America in 1829, was better 
known for his sculptures, but he ex- 
hibited cameos in the Boston Athen- 
aeum Exhibition in 1841 and the 
Athenaeum possesses a cameo cut by 
him, which appears to be cut in stone. 


Besides Avet and LeBrethen there 
were various other commercial cut- 
ters in America between the years 
1840 and 1900, who furnished the 
jewelers with the fancy heads, repro- 
ductions of classical scenes, and 
landscapes, or possibly a hand hold- 
ing a bouquet of flowers which were 
so popular for feminine adornment, 
or men’s scarf pins or cuff links. 
do not appear to have been signed 
and any record has long since disap- 
peared. Although cameos have not 
been so popular for personal adorn- 
ment since about 1890, there have 
been some to be found in the shops 
and it is probable that at no time 
has their execution been entirely dis- 
continued in America and patient 
study should reveal many interesting 
facts concerning them. In 1941 a 
firm started in New York with five 
cameo cutters, later increasing the 
number to twenty. Starting with 
shell cameos, they have diverted 
their efforts to stone cameos and have 
been very successful.

Mae L. Sawyer, New York teacher, 


uses dolls from her collection to illus- 
trate some of her educational pro- 
jects. The young students love the 
various settings and the fact that the 
dolls are named appeals to the chil- 
dren. They become alive with real 
personalities. 

The doll in the top, left, illustration 
is known as Ruby. She is a china 
head type, 24 inches tall. She wears 
a red calico dress, gold earrings, a 
Neapolitan straw bonnet. Green rib- 
bons and a green handkerchief tucked 
into her skirt pocket adds a touch of 
color. She carries a miniature Italian 
pitcher. Her underwear is made from 


old material with insets of needle 


work. 
The picture of the prim couple has 
been labeled “Tea time.” Mrs. Saw- 


yer says that the dishes survived her 
childhood. The girl in the sailor hat 
is Daisy and the other “Bette” after 
Bette Davis, the well known actress. 

“Esmeralda” in the lower left pic- 
ture sits in a quaint old chair. Her 
bottle green silk faille gown sug- 
gested her name. Little gold scissors 
form her brooch. Her dress is trim- 
med with narrow rows of black velvet 
and her bertha is of fine black lace. 
The serene expression on her papier 
mache face makes her especially ap- 
pealing to a busy doll collector. 

The comely lady with the hat box 
has been called “Mae” after Mae 
West, the actress. 

In commenting further about her 
collection, Mrs. Sawyer states: 

“In Alicante, Spain, I found a 
Spanish matador; a gay Spanish lady

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smiled at me from a shop window in 
Malaga so that couple started my col- 
lection which is now pushing me out 
of our large house. These came in 
very handy when my pupils were 
studying Spain and the Spanish in- 
fluence in Amercia. 

“For a long time I collected foreign 
dolls; then facsimiles of famous folks 
and book characters but my greatest 
love now is for the antique specimens, 
such as china, Parian, tin, Bisque, 
and Papier Mache. It is fun to look 
for unusual dolls wherever I go. Dolls 
have brought me many charming 
friends who share my enthusiasm, in- 
cluding an 80-year old doll maker, 
Carrie Hall, Nebraska. 

“Another teacher sent me ‘Morn- 
ing Star,’ dressed in furs from 
Alaska, one a Mexican couple, an- 
other brought a Sister to me from St. 
Anne de Beaupre. A ‘German boy’ 
returned with my music teacher pal. 
A soldier brought me a Chinese pair; 
another soldier carried some Japanese 
dancer dolls home to me; another 
soldier friend did not live to return, 
but a doll purchased for me in Calcut- 
ta, India, was forwarded with his 
personal belongings. 

“An old papier mache specimen 
walks when wound with a key and 
pushes her baby in a quaint carriage. 
A music box inside a Mexican boy 
plays ‘Carioca.’ Mrs. Cratchitt, 
proudly bearing her plum pudding, 
came to join Bob Cratchitt, Tiny Tim 
and the Carolers for Christmas.”

Birthplace of the American Circus 
By A. MORTON SMITH 


The circusiana collector who would 
spend his vacation visiting points of 
historical interest associated with his 
hobby, must hie himself to New York 
state if he would view the birthplace 
of the American circus. 

It is highly improbable that he 
would find the starting point of the 
circus on most maps he would consult, 
but if he goes to New York City and 
travels northward a distance of some 
45 miles to northern Westchester 
county, he will find himself in an 
area that abounds in circus lore and 
landmarks of the earliest tented at- 
tractions in this country. 

To Hackaliah Bailey of Stephen- 
town, now known as Somers, in West- 
chester county, goes the credit for 
starting the chain of events that led 
to the establishment of the touring 
circus. 

Since 1792 there had been circuses 
in this country, but they were Eng- 
lish and French troupes who exhib- 
ited in permanent buildings or on the 
village green. 

In 1815, Bailey received advice 
from his brother, a sea captain, that 
his ship had arrived in New York 
harbor, bearing an elephant he had 
bought at a London auction. It was 
the second elephant to reach Ameri- 
can shores. 

Bailey went down to take a look 
and with a showman’s instinct in- 
vested $1,000 in the big beast. Aboard 
a river sloop, Hackaliah moved his 
rare animal as far as Sing Sing, then 
walked it into Somers. After several 
days of preparation, he began exhi- 
biting the elephant by day in rented 
barns for an admission fee, leading 
it overland by night to the next stand. 

So successful was he in this ven- 
ture, he added monkeys, bears and

other animals to his menagerie and 
increased the scope of his travels. 
That the move was highly profitable 
is evidenced by the fact he built a 


‘three-story red brick tavern near his 


Somers home from the profits, and 
furthermore, erected a wooden image 
of the pachyderm on a high stone 
pedestal, in memory of Old Bet. 

Elephant Hotel, now a community 
center, with its nearby monument is 
a circus shrine that the collector 
would find of much interest. 

Nate Howes of Sodom, Putnam 
county, to the north of Somers, made 
a deal for Bailey’s elephant for ex- 
hibition purposes, and had a canvas 
tent built for that purpose. Howes 
thus became the first man to exhibit a 
circus attraction under canvas in this 
country, and therefore became the 
father of the American touring 
circus. 

However, his younger brother, Seth 
B. Howes, exhibited a greater degree 
of showmanship, and after being as- 
sociated with his brother for several 
years, took over and eventually be- 
came one of the wealthiest and most 
successful of early day circus owners. 

His handsome residence is one of 
the show places of circus history to 
be seen in the old circus district, at 
Brewster, which is six miles north of 
Somers, and the hub of the earliest 
circus industry. 

East of Somers and south of Brew- 
ster is another village known as 
North Salem, and it so happened that 
menfolk of the community gathered 
in a tavern and discussed neighbor 
Hackaliah Bailey’s success in making 
money from his elephant exhibition. 
From this group of men, fired with 
enthusiasm for show business, came 
many of the earliest successful circus 
owners. 

Among them were John J. June, 
Lewis B. Titus, Caleb Angevine, and 
Jeremiah Crane, who banded them- 
selves together to launch the Zoolog- 
ical Institute, and they formed the 
nucleus for the first circus syndicate, 
being dubbed “The Flatfoots.” 

The homes of these men are still 
to be seen at Somers, North Salem, 
Purdy’s Station and neighboring com- 
munities, their marked graves are in 
the cemeteries of these communities, 
and their descendants are prominent 
citizens of the area. 

Aaron Turner, Ridgebury shoemak- 
er, found the circus fascinating as did 
his sons, Napoleon and Timothy. 
They rented some animals from The 
Zoological Institute and took to the 
road with another of the well known 
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circuses of the early 19th century. 
George F. Bailey, a nephew of Hack- 
aliah, who operated a tavern at North 
Salem, joined forces with the Tur- 
ners, eventually became the manager 
of the Turner show, and was a circus 
owner in his own name for many 
years afterward. The Turners’ treas- 
urer, was a storekeeper of Bethel, 
Connecticut, a few miles east of 
Brewster, whose name was Phineas, 
T. Barnum, and who became one of 
the most famous of all circus owners. 
Barnum’s birthplace, which was re- 
modeled for his mother, is to be seen 
at Bethel, in a good state of repair, 
although sold out of the family after 
his mother’s death in 1860. Barnum 
presented a fountain to his home town 
in 1881, and it stood for many years 
in the town square, but was replaced 
by a World War I statue in 1920. 
Isac A. Van Amburgh, still another 
of the “big names” of circusdom of 
that early era, was originally from 
Peekskill, New York, but he drifted to 
North Salem, where he became a lion 
trainer, and was featured by “The 
Flatfoots.” A year later, he started 
his own menagerie, which had its 
quarters on Starr’s Ridge, between 
North Salem and Brewster, and one 
of these buildings is still standing. 
Thus it may be seen, that the cir- 
cusiana collector, interested in the 
early history of the amusement enter- 
prise, has merely to cover an area 
within a 20-mile radius of Brewster, 
Putnam County, New York, an hour’s 
drive from New York City, to visit 
the home towns, winter quarters, resi- 
dences, and graves of all the out- 
standing circus owners of the first 
quarter of a century of the life of 
the American circus.

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Coaches of Antiquity

Although from 1087 to 1272 there 
had been wars in England, yet this 
had been a progressive period for the 
people, due to foreign connections. 
The earliest record of the carriage 
is about 1280 when Charles of Anjou, 
Ruler of Sicily, entered Naples with 
his queen who rode in a caretta, a 
small decorated car. 

About 1294 Phillip of France is- 
sued an edict prohibiting wives of 
citizens from using cars or chairs, 
and Pope Pius V denounced the prac- 
tice of ‘women riding in carriages. 

Saxony, Naples, Italy, France and 
Spain had coaches before England. 
Thrupp tells us the first coach was 
made at Kotze, Hungary, in the 15th 
century, being patterned after the 
German waggon. 

John Stow (1525-1605) in his Sur- 
vey of London says, “This yeare 
(1555) Walter Rippon made a coche 
for the Earle of Rutland, which was 
the first coach ever made in Eng- 
land.” Rippon also made a coach for 
Queen Mary.

His specimen is de- 
scribed as a heavy four-wheeled, cov- 
ered wagon pulled by two horses. 
The King rode in this conveyance to 
Frankfort in 1474. 

Opinions differ as to whether it 
was Henry Fitzallan, Lord Steward 
of Queen Elizabeth’s household, or 
William Boonen, a Dutchman, who 
persuaded the queen to have a coach 
made in 1557.

_ In_ 1582, having complained of be- 
ing jostled about, she was presentea 
with an elegant French coach by 
King Henry III. 

“To be coached” became the slang 
expression of the day, meaning to be 
able to ‘withstand any amount of 
punishment. 

In 1550 there were only three 
coaches in France, these all belong- 
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ing to royalty. When carriages began 
to be seen in Paris, in 1563, Parlia- 
ment begged King Henry II to put a 
ban on them. When he would not 
agree, the legislature is said to have 
ridden in protest to the palace on 
mules. 

Richard, King of France and Eng- 
land, rode from the Tower to Miles 
end with his mother in a whirlecote 
(whirlecote) or open carriage. 

The engraving “Sack of Limoges” 
from MS Froissart shows Edward, 


Black Prince, being born in a litter. 
“To carry all their pelfe and trash 
Because their bodies are unfit, 
Our wantons now in coaches dash 
From house to house, from street. 
Were they of state; or were they lame 
To ride a coach they need not shame.

It may be that Overall and Unionall buttons are not 
remarkable for their beauty of design, nor yet for their 
technical excellence; their designs consist largely of let- 
tering, and their construction does not compare favora- 
bly with that of—say—Uniform buttons. Most Overall 
buttons are cheaply made of pressed brass, with tin 
backs and wire shanks,—the latter sometimes being un- 
intentionally flexible! Made to be worn on men’s work 
clothing, they are not intended as articles of adorn- 
ment; their decorations are more a form of advertis- 
ing than of ornament for ornament’s sake. But—they 
catch the eye; As advertisements, they are clever, amus- 
ing and ingenious; and as buttons they form an unique 
group, which may be divided, roughly, into three classes: 
first, the wholly pictorial buttons,—pictures without 
lettering, like the “Pine Tree and Star” and the many 
Locomotives; second, the name, catch-word and slogan 
types, made up of lettering only; and third, the combi- 
nations of pictures with rames and/or slogans. There 
are a few abstract designs, but not many, comparatively. 

Overall buttons are not as plentiful as they were once, 
thanks—or rather, NO thanks—to a deplorable type of 
riveted-on button, which has superseded them, to some 
extent. These atrocities may be satisfactory as fasten- 
ers, but as collectors’ items they are a total loss. 


Most Overall buttons are of pressed brass, although 
some are made of tin, light metal and aluminum,—and 
possibly plastics as well, by this time! They come in 
different sizes, but are seldom larger than seven-eighths 
of an inch ,in diameter, nor smaller than half an inch. 
The following buttons are, I think, representative of the 
group as a whole. 

No. 1—This inspired phrase is probably the most mem- 
orable of the name-and-slogan types; it certainly catches 
the ear as well as the eye, and sticks in the mind long 
after more melodious sounds have been forgotten! 

No. 2 is a combination of picture and name. The name, 
as in so many cases, stresses the strength, hardness and 
durability of the product, while the picture is that of 
Andrew Carnegie, the iron-and-steel “king.” (On the 
button itself, the likeness is very good,—better than 
I have ever been able to indicate here.) 


No. 3 shows one of many Locomotive designs; these 
are found in front view, three-quarter view and side 
view,—the latter being the most common, by far. There 
are twenty-four different Locomotives in my modest col- 
lection, of which three are front view and two three- 
quarter view; the rest are “profiles.” The popularity of 
this particular subject may be due to the fact that so 
many work garments were used by railroad men. 

No. 4—“Brookfield” garments, widely known through- 
out New England, were made in North Brookfield, Massa- 
chusetts, a town with many historic associations. Re- 
verse: “Pat. 7. 22.15183—2.26.1918.” (Some other Over- 
all buttons are similarly marked, but the majority have 
plain tin backs.) 

No. 5 shows the well-known Sweet-Orr “Tug-of-War.” 
This action-picture again emphasizes the strength and 
indestructability of the garments advertised. 

No. 6—“Carhartt’s O’alls & Gloves,” as they are de- 
scribed on one button, take full advantage of their un- 
usual and easily-illustrated name. This style shows the 
Car and name on a heart-shaped button; others display 
Car, Heart and name on regular buttons. 


No. 7—Animals abound on Overall buttons; some of 
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them, like the Tomcat (which has nine lives) and the 
“Boss of the Road” Bulldog, are obvious symbols of 
toughness and durability. But I confess that I see noth- 
ing significant about this Camel on “The Newport,”—un- 
less it is the fact that Camels are noted for the extreme 
toughness of their dispositions! Other species of live- 
stock found on Overall buttons are: Buffalo, Rooster, 
Eagle, Lion, Monkey and Elephant. 

Nos. 8 and 9, like No. 4, are plentiful throughout New 
England. The name “Granite” is doubly appropriate, 
for it not only typifies the durability of the garment 
it adorns, but pays tribute to New Hampshire, the 
“Granite State,” where it originated. Like most Over- 
all trade-names, it is found in different sizes and types 
of lettering. 

For many years, “Carter’s” work clothes have been 
made at Lebanon, New Hampshire, and their buttons 
offer a diversity of designs. I have ten varieties of 
“Carter’s” as compared to three “Granite” and five each 
of “Brookfield” and “Cantripum,” the latter made in 
Brattleboro, Vermont. 

No. 10—“Pay Day” is one of the many ear-catching 
slogan types; it is short, snappy and has pleasant asso- 
ciations! Unlike the other buttons shown, “Pay Day” is 
made of light metal, with bronze finish. 

No. 11—“Cant Bust Em” combines slogan with illus- 
tration, and is one of the only two designs I have which 
actually shows one of the garments it so vividly describes. 
(“Tug-of-War” is the other.) 

These are only a few members of the large and fasci- 
nating Overall-Unionall family. While they are among 
my favorite button types, I have never pretended to 
collect them “seriously;” nor have I had time to under- 
take the research that would undoubtedly lead to more 
detailed information about the products they advertise, 
and when, where and by whom those products were made. 
I hope that eventually someone will attempt this task, 
for the subject has possibilities, to my way of thinking, 
and additional information about these naive and pleas- 
ing buttons will make them even more attractive than 
they already are. 

Other Overall buttons are shown and described in 
BUTTON PARADE: pp. 50 (No. 4), 114 (No. 18), 121 
(No. 12), 180 (No. 1) and 142 (No. 1). Also in HOBBIES 
for May 1942 (pp. 32-33) and August 1944 (p. 36). 

For those who may be interested, I append a list of the 
Overall and Unionall designs in my collection,—a mere 
beginning on which to build, for I know that there are 
many, many more, which I hope to secure sometime. But 
I think that “Brookfield,” “Granite,” ‘“Carter’s” and 
“Mascoma” ‘will always be my favorites, because they 
came from New England button boxes and were worn 
by people I knew. 

I collect buttons, yes—but I collect associations, too!

ate. In planning it I thought of my 
buttons. They had been used for 
trimming before, why not for room 
decoration? The room is blue, pink 
and white with antique walnut fur- 
niture. The shaped valances over the 
windows, around the top of the dress- 
ing table, and the crown over the 
dressing table mirror are pink, edged 
with buttons, graduated in size to fit 
the design. The white curtains at the 
windows and those hanging from the 
crown over the mirror have pink tie- 
backs with buttons on them.

The two widths are buttoned 
together down the middle with white 
pearl buttons. The lamp shades have 
small glass buttons sewed on a de- 
sign.”

At present I 
have a list of nearly 400 people who 
have helped to make this collection 
as big: as it is.”

A Grandfather's Clock 
with Historical 
Background 


By L. S. SPANGLER 


The old brick farm house that is 
located one-fourth mile southeast of 
Sharpsburg, Md., and a few hundred 
yards northwest of Burnside Bridge, 
that was known as the Sherrick 
House, is where this old grand- 
father’s clock stood and survived the 
battle of Antietam. 


About September 16, 1862, all res- 
idents in this vicinity were ordered to 
leave their homes in haste, taking 
with them whatever personal effects 
that they could carry. The Confeder- 
ate troops had taken Harper’s Ferry 
and were advancing, and ‘were mak- 
ing vast preparations to repel an at- 
tack of the Federal Armies that were 
in command of General Burnside of 
Boston, Mass. Burnside held the Fed- 
eral left wing against Lee’s right, 
and he remained inactive for some 
hours after the battle had begun at 
the other end of the line. In front of 
Burnside was a triple-arched stone 
bridge across the Antietam, since 
known as “Burnside’s Bridge.” Op- 
posite this bridge, on the slope which 
extends to a high ridge, were Con- 
federate breastworks and rifle-pits, 
which commanded the bridge with a 
direct fire. While the Federal right 
was fighting on the morning of the 
17th, McClellan sent an order to 
Burnside to advance on the bridge, 
to take possession of it and cross the 
stream by means of it. It must have 
been about ten o’clock when Burn- 
side received the order, as McClellan 
was more than two miles away. 

Burnside’s chief officer at _ this 
moment was General Jacob D. Cox 


(afterward Governor of Ohio), who 
had succeeded General Reno, killed 
at South Mountain. On Cox fell the 
task of capturing the stone bridge. 
The defense of the bridge was in the 
hands of General Robert Toombs, a 
former United States senator and a 
member of Jefferson Davis’ Cabinet. 
Perhaps the most notable single 
event in the life of General Toombs 
was his holding of the Burnside 
Bridge at Antietam for three hours 
against the assaults of the Federal 
troops. The Confederates had been 
weakened at this point by the send- 
ing of Walker to the support of 
Jackson, where he took part in the 
deadly assault upon Sedgwick’s di- 
vision. Toombs, therefore, with his 
one brigade had a heavy task before 
him in defending the bridge with his 
small force, notwithstanding his ad- 
vantage of position. 


McClellan sent several urgent or- 
ders to advance at all hazards. 
Burnside forwarded these to Cox, 
and in the fear that the latter woula 
be unable to carry the bridge by a 
direct front attack, he sent Rodman 
with a division to cross the creek by 
a ford some distance below. This was 
accomplished after much difficulty. 
Meanwhile, in rapid succession, one 
assault after another was made upon 
the bridge and, about one o’clock, it 
was carried, at the cost of 500 men. 
The Confederates fell back. A lull 
in the fighting along the whole line 
of battle now ensued. 


The people of that vicinity receiv- 
ed word that there was no further 
danger. They returned to their 
homes only to find that some of their 
homes had been burned to the ground 
with all their household effects and 
belongings, and most of their homes 
had been rifled and practically all 
their household effects had been de- 
stroyed. 


At the Sherrick house where this 
old clock stood, practically every- 
thing had been broken and destroyed, 
except the grandfather’s clock, which 
was unharmed. It is evident that it 
was through respect for this grand-

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father’s clock by these Northern 
soldiers, that the clock was not de- 
stroyed. 

The clock was made by A. & W. 
Johnston, who was one of the early 
clock makers in Hagerstown, Mary- 
land.

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PENNSYLVANIA DUTCH 


A Study in the Useful and Beautiful 


By BILL KANE 


Many of the useful and beautiful 
things that collectors and dealers 
call Pennsylvania Dutch are truly 
American antiques, and many are an- 
tiques only by indulgence. I am not 
surprised, for instance, when the 
owner of a fine cherry corner cup- 
board tells me his father had it made 
in 1912 as a gift for his bride. The 
country counties of Pennsylvania, 
and elsewhere too, were self sufficient 
until the automobile age overwhelm- 
ed them. Unless a buyer knows how 
to read marks of old tools and old 
craftsmanship, he must take for 
granted more people wanted well- 
made furniture in 1900 than in 1800 
by many thousands to one. Country 
folk knew good workmanship, and 
would have nothing to do with poorly 
made mass production furniture as 
long as the neighborhood had a work- 
man capable of doing sound bench or 
hand work. 


When an expert asserts that a cer- 
tain piece in this or that museum is 
not of the period ascribed by the 
museum authorities, I know he may 
be correct. Every person, even the 
newest beginner, has a right to his 
opinions. I do nét blink even when 
from far across a large room a 
stranger looking at a very unusual 
antique, one that I know to be very 
old, reacts to its extreme rarity by 
saying, “I guess you had that made.” 
What does try the mettle of my 
temper is to have a_ pseudo-expert 
assert of a grand Pennsylvania 
Dutch antique that it must be for- 
eign because he has a limited, un- 
sound idea of the cultural melting 
pot that is the United States. 


The term Pennsylvania Dutch has - 


no reference to any distinct national 
origin. It is needed to sum up and 
convey the multitude of forces of 
European origin that influenced the 
settlers who came to Pennsylvania 
and made or had made the endless 
variations of useful and beautiful 
utilities that create pleasing effects 
in houses everywhere in America. 
Also it actually is the term used to 
describe themselves by all my neigh- 
bors who still have their feet on or 
near the earth of Pennsylvania of to- 
day, whose ancestors ‘were Dutch or 
Swedish or English or Huguenot or 
Welsh or German or Irish or Scotch 


or Swiss or Spanish or Balkan or 
Baltic. 

I know there are some purists who 
waver between calling themselves 
American German and German 
American. I know there are experts 
who grew up in the counties west of 
Philadelphia who forget that 90 per 
cent of the population of Pennsyl- 
vania in 1800 lived in the eastern 
counties. I have met sincere students 
of antiques who can’t believe that any 
other influence than Germanic exist- 
ed in Pennsylvania, who thereby miss 
the interesting antiques made in the 
Delaware Valley before Lancaster 
was even a frontier outpost. And to- 
day a neighbor who never forgets but 
does not make a point of the fact that 
his ancestors came to Bucks County 
from what used to be Latvia told me 
how puzzled a professional German 
American was ‘when he told him he 
was wondering if he had better call 
himself a Pennsylvania Russian or a 
Russo-Pennsylvanian! 

Two books prompt this essay. One 
is the most delightful discovery I 
have recently made. Among a clut- 
ter of Colonial deeds I found a home 
made notebook in which a Pennsyl- 
vania Dutch boy or man, in 1802, 
copies the multiplication table, busi- 
ness forms and quotations that he 
likes, and practices pennmanship and 
tries at the same time to conquer 
English diction. Scattered among his 
pages are evidences that this student 
searched for and reached beauty. As 
awkward as are some of his attempts 
at capital letters, there are many that 
are handsome in their very crudeness. 
Here and there the penman illumines 
his pages with peafowl as lovely as 
any on spatterware, dower chest, 
tole or birth certificate. He muled 
horizontal and vertical lines in col- 
ored inks to set off what he called a 
“Multiplicastion Table,” and offers a 
lesson in simplicity of decoration 
that most modern users of Pennsyl- 
vania Dutch folk design should study. 
This 1802 student typifies the uni- 
versal, soundly human desire for 
beauty that explains many an extra 
touch that complicated moderns do 
not always understand. 

Wallace Nutting accepted the un- 
thinking statement of a slipshod 
mind that the so-called hex signs or 
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good luck circles often painted on 
barns in Pennsylvania are prompted 
by belief that these keep evil spirits 
from spoiling crops and sickening 
cattle. The simple truth is that many 
barn owners liked the look of the 
circles, stars, tulips and window ef- 
fects, and went out of their way when 
painting to do the handsome thing. 
And it is not because their religions 
deny them beauty, or because they 
have suppressed desires for flowers 
or chintzes they cannot afford. These 
folk are reacting, as ‘was the 1802 
student who embellished his copy 
book with peafowl and Gothic capitol 
letters, to beauty in life and to a de- 
sire to do something expressive 
about it. 

The other discovery has taken me 
some time to begin to appreciate. It 
is a recently published book, “Penn- 
sylvania Dutch: American Folk Art,” 
by Henry Kauffman, with many il- 
lustrations, some in colors, and many 
pleasing adaptations of folk designs 
by Zoe Elizabeth Kauffman. The 
Kauffmans have no high-falutin’ no- 
tions about the everyday beauties to 
which many of us are accustomed 
who were born in Pennsylvania or are 
now residents of it or of many other 
parts of the United States where 
European cultural’ groups so-called 
are normally expressive of their heri- 
tage. The Kauffmans know that it is 
the color, the extra touch, the giving 
of effort “for handsome” that makes 
old things live on today. In brief 
fact-laden text—that needs careful 
digesting—the points of interest in a 
dozen fields are elucidated. 

This book is not just another at- 
tempt to make capital of the tre- 
mendous interest in Pennsylvania 
Dutch utilities. The authors try to 
convey their own interest in old 
things. I think they succeed. In the 
process I believe they have made a 
useful guide, that will help readers, 
who can’t look for handsome old an- 
tiquities or near-antiquities for them- 
selves, to know what they would like 
to have and how to ask for it. 


More than five hundred different 


-objects, useful and beautiful, are il- 


lustrated. Many of the antiques are 
shown in photographs for the first 
time. The number of museums pieces 
illustrated is not great. These are 
worth seeing because qualities emi- 
nently sound and typical are involv- 
ed. The illustrations are large 
enough so that pieces are shown in 
detail. Many of the photographs por- 
tray interiors in homes ‘whose owners 
have been able to acquire furnishings 
among the finest and rarest of their 
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kinds. Many of the pieces have a 
touch of that reach for the handsome 
that is expressive of folk simplicity. 

Mr. Kauffman has studied about 
everything extant that speaks of the 
past. He is himself a fine craftsman. 
He and his wife catch the spirit of 
good craftsmanship. Readers who 
have formed uncertain notions of 
Pennsylvania antiques and decora- 
tion from the uncontrolled flamboy- 
ant prettifications often called Penn- 
sylvania Dutch especially need this 
book. ; 

Glass, pottery (some fine slip ware 
and sgraffito plates are represented 
in large illustrations), textiles, il- 
luminated manuscripts, wood carv- 
ings, and chalk ware, rifles, brass 
and wrought iron fittings, unique wall 
boxes and hanging cupboards, primi- 
tive chairs and tables, open sand 
mould “Bible in Iron” castings, 
bride’s boxes, tole, primitive paint- 
ings, toys, wagon seats, candle 
stands, pewter, decorated furniture, 
dower chests, bench tables, spoon 
racks, samplers, lighting equipment, 
food molds, lanterns, children’s fur- 
niture, Dutch cupboards and Welsh 
dressers, beds, all these and many 
more objects are pictured in large 
photographs. There can’t be a defi- 
nitive book on the human effort to 
achieve beauty in creative work. But 
this is a good beginning. 
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Hundreds of Pieces of Pattern Glass, 
Over one hundred Cups and Saucers, 
Gone With Wind and Banquet Lamps, 
Milk Glass, 
Thousands of Mint Comm. Stamps, 
Coins—Few Gold, 
Hand Painted Plates, 
Majolica and Staffordshire.

scription and transferred the works 
to this beautiful brown birdseye 
maple one. Being of generous im- 
pulses he passed the box over to one 
of his friends at a fair figure. 


At another time a lady from Cleve- 
land set a pretty music box on our 
show case stating that for 30 years 
she had been looking for one. It had 
about 10 airs and at least a 10” comp. 
But somehow the pins were all bent 
and there was not one tune in good 
condition. 


After a careful search lasting 
about a year all I could learn was 
that there was an old lady in St. 
Croix, Switzerland, who had made 
“repair” pins but the man who told 
me this said she “wasn’t much good 
anymore.” He'was 83 himself and, 
sadly enough, I soon received his 
funeral notice. In his time he had 
repinned three tunes on an old Gen- 
eva key wind box at a cost of $25. 
One of these tunes was “Oh, Susan- 
na!” It was an 8-tune 8” cylinder 
box. Another one he did was about 
a 10-tune Sublime Harmonie with 
about a 16” cylinder, with all tunes 
needing repairing. The box came 
back like new. That was about 30 
years ago and the cost of the job was 
$68 to me. So far as my experience 
goes I have only had faint light 
thrown on the subject of repinning 
since I have seen a dish into which 
all of the cement in the cylinder had 
been run out — the lefthand heaa 
being removable and was told that 
the pins would be “burned out” with 
acid. This is enough to caution any 
amateur who attempts to cement a 
cylinder to never take any chances 
on the head getting out while he is 
heating the cylinder — see the re- 
pair section of the book for the pro- 
cedure. 


Although I am a factory trained 
watchmaker I have never been in a 
music box factory. In the factory the 
apprentice has all of his work pas- 
sed upon by the inspector but in the 
job shop or store there may be one 
who knows the intimate processes 
and theories which give the true 
performance to the product. For in- 
stance, I have never seen a rule for 
determining the diameter of a music 
box escape wheel. The nearest I ever 
came to it was the worm drive of a 
truck but in that case the worm 
drives the gear and has little or 
nothing in common with this prob- 
lem. To make a worm start that 
doesn’t want to is quite a matter and 
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which, if plenty of material was at

In these days when everything 
must be made by hand experimenting 
is unprofitable. Recently, I have 
made by hand a small stopwork for 
a Paillard miniature two tune box. 
It took four hours including making 
the drift for the square hole. Upon 
looking up the price of the part in 
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the catalog of 1890 I found it to be 
30c per dozen, assorted 242c pieces! 
By the time all other repairs were 
completed the price of the job was 
$25—and this was no shouting profit 
either! The box had been given to a 
girl by a dashing young man in 184y 
who went west to seek his fortune 
in the gold rush. Although I never 
found out what he brought back from 
California I will say that the deligne 
of the two ladies for whom the jou 
was done was sufficient that after 
paying the bill they sent us a splen- 
did box of chocolates. 

In closing, let me say that I am 
not in a position to take any more 
music box jobs, being about one year 
behind. 

To pack a music box for shipment. 

A few simple precautions, if ob- 
served, will well justify the extra 
trouble. First, try the mainspring to 
ascertain whether it is up or down. 
Second, observe if the mechanism Is 
at the end of a tune. Third, notice 
whether there is any looseness about 
the screws which hold the works in 
the case. If there is a drawer con- 
taining extra cylinders remove the 
extra cylinders and the winding 
crank, if there is one. 

First, bring the cylinder to the end 
of the tune and if it is interchange- 
able remove it. Then let the main- 
spring entirely down either by re- 
leasing the clip or by allowing the 
box to run down if it is in running 
condition. It is imperative to get the 
mainspring or springs down some- 
how. Second, try the case screws 
with a screw driver and if they are 
loose put in temporary screws that 
hold the works securely. Or put in 
wooden shims, to make it hold. Wrap 
the box in paper to keep out the 
packing material. Pack it up in an 
average box. I have the box made to 
order at the lumber yard if it isa 
big one. In labeling the package de- 
scribe the nature and value of the 
contents and value it at $100 or any 
proper figure. Wrap the cylinders 
in a full newspaper and pack them 
separately, stating that it is a two 
or three package shipment. If there 
is a table with it you will usually 
find that the legs are detachable. If 
so, mark the legs 1, 2, 3, 4, and the 
places where they go. I sometimes 
ask the furniture dealer to do thts 
for me and attach the screws. By 
proper labeling and care I have nev- 
er had a damage claim to enter. Al! 
were sent by express.

Because your editorials continually 
stress ethical codes in the antiques 
trade, we are taking the liberty of 
writing, to lay our cards on the table, 
so to speak. 


We have received merchandise lists 
from hundreds of dealers all over the 
country and, in looking over this 
printed matter, we have found one 
omission which is conspicuous by its 
absence. This omission is a clear 
statement of policy. Whatever the 
type of business, we feel that some 
basic policies are necessary as a foun- 
dation, both for the success of any 
particular concern and for the entire 
industry or profession which it rep- 
resents. 

Take, for example, your magazine. 
We have noted and approved the very 
definite policies and high standards 
which it maintains. Your policies are 
clearly stated and strictly adhered to, 
just the same as any well-established 
business concern. So it should be 
with the antiques trade. 

Don’t misunderstand us! We have 
found that most all antiques dealers 
have a standard code of ethics and a 
policy of integrity. If this were not 
true, the antiques business would not 
be considered in the light of a pro- 
fession, as it now is. However, two 
factors affect public opinion regard- 
ing the antiques trade as a whole. 
One is the existence of a small minor- 
ity of unscrupulous dealers whose un- 
sound practices are taken to be in- 
dicative of the entire industry, and 
which reflect discredit on the large 
majority of honest dealers. The other 
factor is the unclarified position of 
the decent dealer, which clarification 
would at least balance if not eliminate 
boa condition caused by the first fac- 
or. 

Our policies and terms of sale have 
always been and will always be clearly 
imprinted on all bulletins which we 
send out. Following these policies 
has not always been a pleasant task 
nor an easy one. It has slowed down 
our volume business at times, but we 
believe it has also consolidated and 
steadied it. 

One of the finest compliments we 
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ever received was from a customer 
who had returned an item for refund. 
We quote from his letter: 

“First, I want to thank you for 
a prompt refund in full; my ex- 
perience with some dealers has 
not always served to establish 
integrity with the requisite dis- 
patch where cash money is con- 
cerned, and I am pleased to find 
you are not that kind of dealer. 

“As for the Express charges, 
you shall not reimburse me; it 
was I who ordered the piece, and 
I expect to pay the shipping ex- 
pense whenever I request a piece 
but decide to return same. 

“It is entirely possible that you 
can be of service to me in the 
future and I am sorry that this 
first order had to be revoked.” 
We are not nearly so proud of the 

fact that this has been our only re- 
turn to date, as we are of the fact 
that when the test came, our policies 
worked and changed a dissatisfied 
customer into a satisfied friend. 

It is our belief that if policies such 
as these were made required standard 
practice for all dealers, it would not 
only place the entire antiques indus- 
try on a sound business level, but 
would also enormously increase the 
public’s faith in the trade. 

Thank you for your time and court- 
esy in reading this letter, and we 
trust that you are in agreement with 
its contents.

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Sooner or later, the dealer usually 
builds or rents a separate shop. If 
not, the home resembles something 
out of bedlam. The husband, if there 
be one, usually gives up or goes into 
a sideline—refinishing furniture, re- 
plating, wiring lamps, ete. Mean- 
while, he hauls the loot his wife has 
garnered at some auction sale or 
home, eats sketchy meals at all hours 
and takes it in his stride—or he gets 
a divorce or commits suicide. He 
learns that nothing but the coffin-lid 
will cure a woman infected with the 
antique fever. 


Mrs. Antiquer will go without new 
clothes to buy something she consid- 
ers a “find.” If compelled to enter a 
department store, she gets out as soon 
as possible. Tables of bric-a-brac, 
which once caught her eye there, will 
get but a bored look. Modern furni- 
ture rates her contempt. She hard- 
ens herself against the sly remarks 
of neighbors whom she knows think 
her “Queer.” Of course they don’t 
think it queer to buy a cheap piece of 
furniture at high prices which will 
fall to pieces if left outdoors over- 
night. They don’t regard it as im- 
practical and silly to buy furniture 
they must replace two or three times 
before their children are grown. 

If Mrs. Antiquer has a chair (which 
has taken punishment for several 
generations) and it loses a leg when 
sorely overtaxed, Mrs. “Know Noth- 
ing” will howl with mirth. If her 
own modern chair—used a year or 
more—does likewise, she will counter 
forth nonchalantly, to buy a new 
piece of modern junk and would die 
with shock if Mrs. Antiquer should 
burst forth with guffaws over her 
plight. 


Mrs. Antiquer often worries about 
where the future generations will get 
their antiques. She knows’ most 
modern, cheap junk, cluttering up the 
average home, will be lucky to get 
through a decade before it is used for 
kindling wood. She pacifies herself 
by thinking that her antiques will see 
her through and future generations 
will have to do their own worrying 
over their sad state. Eventually, 
plastic this and substitute that will 
have to be their lot. The average 
American is a wasteful person and 
a “queer duck” if he doesn’t follow 
the herd and everlastingly pursue the 
“new.” He forgets that the so-called 
“new” is but a cheap copy of old time 
treasures. Too, he will be surprised 
to find that “Bird’s Custard Powders” 
for desserts and hair destroying lo- 
tions were advertised in 1893, at least. 


I note one thing which encourges 
me; the attitude of the present gen- 
eration toward antiques and even to- 
ward Victorian furniture, china, etc. 
They are hunting for old pieces of 
lovely solid wood to use in their homes 
and spending money to have them 
repaired and refinished. Often they 
are clever and original in their use 
of them. They are dragging Grand- 
ma’s old furniture, bric-a-brac, lamps, 
etc., from the attics of the nation or 
scouring antique shops for the treas- 
ures of other American grandmothers. 
We were taught to look with pre- 
judice on these things, especially 
the things of the Victorian Age. 
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Today, my daughters like “Gone With 
The Wind” lamps and treat a chair 
or table of beautiful solid wood with 
respect and admiration. An old clock, 
housed in lovely old wood case which 
actually runs when the electricity is 
off, is really “something” in their 
eyes. Their children wait for the 
clock to strike and hug each other, 
entranced at such a novel sound for 
here the old is the new to a new gen- 
eration. Their mothers look with awe 
on the toy furniture of beautiful 
wood and careful cabinetwork and 
adorable design, the playthings of a 
by-gone generation of children. 

As far as I am concerned, the an- 
tique dealers are public benefactors— 
preserving the history of a nation as 
well as they can, even if that is only 
done incidentally. Despite the many 
pleasures they have given me, it is 
for that I thank them most of all. 
Probably only lack of money keeps 
me from collecting so much that I too, 
would be forced to open a shop and 
advertise in HOBBIES, instead of mere- 
ly devouring it from cover to cover, 
longing for this and that in this ware- 
house of old-time treasures.

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The Antique Collector and Research 


By W. STEPHEN THOMAS 


A Sheraton sideboard, a piece of 
Wedgwood china or a Stiegel glass 
bottle typify to the antiquarian-mind- 
ed choice collectibles, but analysis of 
their combined appeal and the answer 
to why their pursuit should stir de- 
light in the collector’s heart is an- 
other matter. We do know, however, 
that the more a collector learns about 
his possessions in regard to their 
date or period of origin, maker, cir- 
cumstance of manufacture and use, 
the more worthwhile becomes the 
collection. 


Intelligent curiosity about one’s 
possessions leads to questions and a 
desire to learn the correct answers. 
At first, it seems difficult to find them. 
Gradually, one gains knowledge 
through devious means but always by 
exerting persistence. The alert col- 
lector frequently gains information 
through actual experience with gen- 
uine objects, through visits to dealers’ 
shops, through gallery tours of mu- 
seums and in talking with other col- 
lectors and comparing notes. Beyond 
those channels is the published litera- 
ture on the various special phases of 
his subject, such as books and maga- 
zine articles. But many eager collec- 
tors who have the spirit of the detec- 
tive and wish to do a thorough job of 
tracking down information about their 
ee have a broad field before 

em. 


Research is, in the broadest sense, 
painstaking and scientific investiga- 


tion. It means the acquiring of ac- 
curate information. Too frequently, 
and, unfortunately, people feel that 
only professors and curators can do 
work of this sort. It is not true. 
Many of the most authoritative 
studies in the field of antiques have 
been written by laymen—collectors 
who obtained their facts in fields 
about which no one else was informed. 
We have heard considerable discus- 
sion of the theme: “Antiques as Cul- 
tural History.” The statement signi- 
fies that furniture, utensils, tools and 
implements used by everyday peopie 
of past generations can, in a sense, be 
treated as documents just as much as 
manuscripts. Objects tell a story, too. 

We need to know a great deal about 
the origin and uses of the things we 
collect and intelligent collectors can 
do this and find great fascination in 
the pursuit. Among the little known 
sources of information are the raw 
materials of cultural history such as 
old newspaper files, city directories, 
diaries and letters. An example of 
group endeavor on the part of lay- 
men who are persons antiquarian- 
minded is the seminar course “‘Sources 
of Local History for Amateur His- 
torians,” sponsored by the Rochester 
Museum of Arts and Sciences and 
conducted by Miss Phyllis Allen. It 
is significant that a session in this 
course, “Fine Arts As Local History” 
by Mrs. Gertrude Herdle Moore, Di- 
rector of the Memorial Art Gallery, 
will touch on the story of antiques.

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Antiques Market Analysis and Summary 


By BILL KANE 


This is a good time to help new 
and old collectors to consider values, 
and to say frankly how prices of rare 
or common objects are tending. These 
judgments are a consensus based up- 
on impromptu expressions by many 
buyers and sellers among dealers and 
collectors who are conservative stu- 
dents of facts and trends. 


When I use the word “rare” I mean 
to describe an antique that never 
was seen frequently. The word 

“scarce” means not in good supply, 
not often seen, and applies to many 
objects that once were frequently 
found, some of them so frequently 
that it is difficult to understand that 
today the demand is actually greater 
than the supply. 

Good weathervanes of tin, sheet 
iron, wood, or combinations are 
scarce, and of course vanes of fine 
old workmanship are rarely seen. I 
do not blame a collector who wants 
a decorative rooster or peafowl vane 
with much of the old color intact, but 
these always were rare. I blink when 
an old vane is wanted with north, 
south, east and west indicators, be- 
cause few antique vanes ever had 
these. A pioneer always knew where 
he stood; it was the wind that 
changed. Some folks wanting vanes 
seem to think old ones were equipped 
with automatic wind indicators. One 
such inquiry prompted me to invent 
a Senator Claghorn weathervane; this 
vane filibusters unless the wind is 
south, then it whistles “Dixie!” Only 
semi-modern vanes, in my observation 
have direction markers. Even these 
are scarce; large ones with any deco- 
rative detail are now very expensive. 

Sawbuck tables are scarce. The 
once often found table about 29” wide 
and five feet long, with stretcher held 
with keys outside the bucks, and mov- 
able top, the Middle States kind, i 
now almost non-existent. Sizes large 
enough for dining in good condition 
are fetching about one hundred dol- 
lars. Rare scrolled sawbuck tables 
are worth three times as much. All 
tables suitable for dining are scarce. 
Any hard wood table, with six legs, 
that will seat more than six diners is 
scarce and expensive. I estimate 

that many a buyer has paid ten dol- 
lars an inch for extra width beyond 
42” and length beyond 57”. 

Chair back wagon seats and well 
made movable extra sleigh and wagon 
seats are scarce, and good antique 
pieces are costly. Wagon seats of the 
1890’s and 1900’s are in good supply. 
and are inexpensive. 

Doughbox tables with original legs 
are now becoming scarce. Two deal- 
ers who once always had good spe- 
cimens in good condition now find 
very few and have to ask as much as 
$35 for a fairly good table with top 
in moderately sound condition. 

Water or bucket benches, cream 
cupboards, dressers with open shelves 
and pewter benches always were few 
and far between. Now there are 25 
buyers for each piece. Hanging spoon 
racks, plate shelves, pipe boxes, an- 
tique spice cabinets, salt and spice 
boxes with individuality—all were al- 


ways rare. Hanging corner and wall 
cupboards are scarce. 

Children’s tables with charm and 
the occasionally met with low tavern 
table, so sightly when used as coffee 
tables, are almost non-existent. The 
most expensive antique by courtesy 
of them all is the decent pine cobbler’s 
bench. Measured by the cost of a 
cobbler’s bench in the rough all good 
antiques are cheap. 

Trivets, trammels, decorative hinges 
and other fine things of cast and 
wrought-iron are becoming scarce and 
prices do not waver for what is old 
and handsome. I recently saw a no- 
ble, marked Hopewell Furnace ten 
plate stove sitting in the rain near 
the entrance to an antiques shop. 
The dealer told me he had sold the 
stove with its base for $25, a fairly 
good price, to a woman who had it 
carried out front where her chauf- 
feur took the stove off its base, and 
left it. This was a high price to pay 
for a cast iron stove base and I hope 
the lady’s coffee or cocktails do not 
taste of this affront to a fine old relic 
of a historic early venture in iron 
working. The dealer was as mourn- 
ful as the rain, as he got the stove 
into the dry. He knows he will have 
a long hunt for a spare frame to 
fit that large stove. 

Candlestands and lamp tables are 
scarce. The semi-antique bedside ta- 
ble with any interest is scarce and 
priced high for what it is. Really 
old candle sconces of all kinds are 
scarce. The market for these is some- 
what upset, as it is for student lamps 
and other brass and copper items, 
because reproductions are _ being 
made in some quantity. I have ob- 
served, however, that the collector 
who wants the authentic old. lamp, or 
sconce or trivet will always discrim- 
inate, and eventually the market re- 
covers. 


Good chairs, especially Windsor 
chairs in sets of six, are not falling 
off in price. Late half spindle Penn- 
sylvania plank chairs with old and 
handsome decoration wavered a bit 
this past spring, but now are as often 
seen at ten dollars each as at say 
seven. The dumpy types of semi- 
antique kitchen chairs never did rise 
in price, and these are selling for 
from two to five dollars each in sets, 
the price of course depending on de- 
sirability. Rare chairs always hold 
their value. I recently bought back 
from a needy customer a very fine 
Windsor armchair and paid exactly 
what I had received for the chair 
some years before. I have always 
liked antique chairs with any fineness 
of detail, and I am familiar with 
prices over the last 20 years. Good 
chairs, like good china and good glass, 
good prints and good wood carvings, 
good anything in fact, have steadily 
increased in value. Demand for these 
never hesitates. Prices of fine an- 
tiques, stated in terms of cobbler’s 
benches and large drop leaf tables, 
are low. 

I think many buyers have paid well 
for charming not so antique primitive 
paintings, especially of children in 
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“nanties” and landscapes with cock- 
eyed perspective, because these pro- 
vide merry conversation pieces. I 
have not seen a good primitive paint- 
ing, or carving, or a decorative work 
or bride’s box, even with an eighty 
year old date, that was not priced 
well up in L’s and X’s, if not in C’s 
—hundreds, I mean. 


At an auction sale recently a Penn- 
sylvania sgraffito plate broken into 
four parts, sold for one hundred dol- 
lars. A small sgraffito plate, show- 
ing a primitive peafowl, with one 
large and several small chips, sold 
for $45. Of course potters did not 
make sgraffito pieces in any quantity; 
these were not useful dishes, but were 
made “for handsome” and to cele- 
brate occasions. These always were 
rare. For every one that is for sale, 
there are one hundred or more 
anxious, willing, eager buyers. 

I have been trying to buy a good 
slant top desk in any old, beautiful 
wood, with simple lines, with drawer 
and pigeon hole arrangement not too 
elaborate, with original brasses. Eve- 
ry desk that was less than three hun- 
dred dollars had something wrong 
with it. Good desks never were a 
dime a dozen; now demand has quad- 
rupled and prices are always tending 
upward. I have seen heavy Empire 
pieces, cut down, trimmed, and re- 
finished; this hodge-podge, this be- 
devilment that surely does not qualify 
as an antique, is priced at $150. I 
have seen a cost sheet kept by a care- 
ful cabinet-maker that shows that 
this is not an out of the way asking 
price. Honest Empire pieces in orig- 
inal condition may very well be an- 
tique. Some made of the handsomest 
matched mahogany fetch good prices, 
especially in wide open spaces where 
rooms are large. 

This reminds me to mention the 
tremendous demand for alsfurniture 
made of cherry. This is no longer 
“poor man’s mahogany.” This wood 
was a favorite in the early 1800’s 
and some pieces date from that 
period. But it was a more readily 
available wood in broad boards in the 
1870’s and 1880’s. Cherry drop leaf 
tables, slant top desks, cupboards and 
other furniture of this later cherry 
era are increasing in price. One sec- 
tion of an Eastern state, where buyers 
seeking useful furniture always found 
what they wanted, is now bereft of 
cherry drop leaf tables. A good cab- 
inet-maker is filling the demand with 
well made tables, with 42” by 60” tops, 
and six well proportioned turned legs. 
These are sold as new. The price 
varies from one hundred to one hun- 
dred and fifty dollars, depending up- 
on the quality of the cherry. I have 
seen old cherry tables in the rough, 
six legs, with warped leaves, sell at 
auction for from $40 to $85, depend- 
ing upon the state of roughness and 
the size of the table. 

One kind of desk is not in great 
demand and is in good supply, so- 
called schoolmaster’s desks. Most of 
these are not antiques. But good 
ones, with stretcher bases and every 
fine detail of old workmanshi};, are 
reasonably priced. 

Chests of drawers in pine, walnut, 

maple, cherry, mahogany, and com- 
binations of these woods, with the 


simplest of pleasing details, and half 
a claim to antiquity, are selling read- 
ily. Prices are steady at from sixty 
dollars to very much more for the 
piece with any appeal to the boudoir- 
minded or to the proud possessor of a 
four-poster bed who wants to sur- 
round it with eclat. Tall chests, high- 
boys, chests on chests are as firm as 
ever, not the quickest of turn-over 
merchandise, but prices are not fall- 
ing. Good beds are rare. very ex- 
pensive, and the most quickly turned 
over of all antiques. 

I dislike to discourage those who 
think prices of antiques are likely 
to drop. I do not see any signs of 
falling prices. I am of the opinion 
that unless the value of the dollar in 
terms of eggs and cheese, clothes, and 
sealing wax and cabbages increases 
positively, prices of good antiques 
will not be lower. I know some 
thoughtless persons think that dealers 
find antiques and that prices asked 
represent one thousand percent profit. 
The fact is that the better the an- 
tique the more certain that the owner 
from whom a dealer bought knew 
exactly what he was selling and de- 
manded the highest price ever men- 
tioned for the object. A further fact 
is that all dealers with whom I am 
familiar expect less profit on fine 
antiques than on the often found. 

This brings me to Limoges, Aus- 
trian and other semi-modern china. 
Many a dealer has found it profitable 
to eschew really old and fine china 
and invest in less expensive, easily 
sold dishes on which he made an ex- 
cellent profit. I was of the opinion 
that French and Austrian and Ger- 
man china in sets would soon be avail- 
able at prices that might disturb thi 
good business. But I observe that 
costs are great, even in devastated 
Europe. This new china is selling at 
close to two dollars for each niece in 
sets for table use. Vases with anv 
pretension to merit are $20.00 each. 
The cut-rate and chain stores may 
ask a little less. Still most dealers 
handling Limoges and pre-war Sevres 
will not find this competition difficult 
to meet. 


Recently a new dealer asked me 
why prices for comparable antiques 
were about the same in Eastern 
Maine as in New York, Pennsylvania, 
Virginia, Ohio or Illinois. What I 
wrote specifically excepted a few deal- 
ers, some with extraordinarily high 
costs to do business, some who think 
it is better to make few sales at the 
highest prices, and some who have 
the valor of ignorance and reveal this 
in their pricing. 

“Prices everywhere are set, in the 
beginning, by what dealers in one 
section will pay one another for 
pieces. Then demand from dealers 
elsewhere and from private buyers 
begins to operate, and soon selling 
price depends upon how many pieces 
are sold beyond the reach of the deal- 
ers who in the beginning were buying 
from one another. This last winter 
there was a slightly reduced demand 
from dealers and private buyers eve- 
rywhere, and dealers in antiques are 
still carefully holding back, wonder- 
ing which way the cat will jump. It 
is easy to guess that good antiques in 
good condition will continue to fetch 
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good prices because demand is great- 
er than the supply. Questionably good 
merchandise began to sell off and 
prices to soften in September 1946, 
and until demand increases and deal- 
ers once more have to buy from one 
another in order to have stock, prices 
will continue to waver.” 


Some fine antiques, to listen.to the 
auction bills, are being rushed to the 
auction block. Whenever an antique 
offered at auction has been good, it 
has sold for a record price. Some of 
the auctions have exposed for sale 
over-stocks of gambling owners, who 
act like Wall Streeters rushing to 
sell poor stocks. Remarkably prices 
have uniformly been truly represen- 
tative of what was offered. The mar- 
ket is not even bending. I do not 
know a single informed person who 
is inclined to sell antiques short.

Glass Candelabra and Chandeliers 


By THELMA SHULL 


Before electricity lighted the shad- 
owed corners of our rooms at night 
all entertaining had to be done by 
candlelight or gas light. Torcheres 
or candelabra that stood several feet 
high, made of gleaming glass and gilt 
metal, were placed in hallways, par- 
lors, or on the landing of stairways 
to light the way for guests. Large 
and handsome chandeliers were hung 
from the ceilings in various rooms. 
Some glowed with the radiance from 
dozens of candles, while in later years 
many were lighted by gas. 


During the eighteenth and _ nine- 
teenth centuries, ornamental glass 
candelabra and chandeliers proved to 
be as necessary for large homes and 
public buildings as were candlesticks 
and lamps for smaller homes. 


A glass candelabrum dating from 
about 1700 is still in existence. Thom- 
as Betts, glassmaker, is believed to 
have made glass chandeliers in the 
rococo style at his business premises 
in Charing Cross in 1739. After 1760 
men who had been trained in the 
London shops were hired by concerns 
in distant communities for their finest 
glass cutting. These men were known 
as bril-iant-cutters. 

Cut glass chartdeliers were made 
at Stourbridge in 1760. These mas- 
sive ceiling lights cost five or six 
hundred pounds and only the wealthy 
could afford them. The rococo in-

six smaller shafts each of which 





fluence is seen in these early fanciful 
pieces. Fashions changed slowly, but 
by 1770 or 1780 the Adam influence 
was beginning to encroach and was 
noticed first in the urn motif found 
on the central shaft of the chande- 
liers. The facet-cut branches gave 
way to plain or slightly fluted arms. 
The central shaft grew taller and 
the branches shorter and less spread- 
ing as designs conformed to the clas- 
sical Adam style. Simple pear-shaped 
pendants hung from the branching 
arms. The fan, diamond, and bull’s 
eye were dominating motifs in the 
cut glass of this period. Chandeliers 
and candelabra conformed to the pre- 
vailing modes of decoration in table 
glass; and as the new century 
dawned, simplicity became paramount. 


At the Crystal. Palace in London 
in 1851 a floor chandelier made for 
the Queen was displayed bv the firm 
of F. and C. Osler, glassmakers of 
Birmingham. This candelabrum stood 
eight feet, six inches, high. Apsley 
Pellatt, who was famous for his cam- 
eo incrustations, was head of a firm 
which exhibited the giant “Alham- 
bra” chandelier that measured 24 feet 
in depth. It was one of the many 
unusual show pieces at the Great 
Exhibition and was made of blue, 
white, and ruby glass. 

Glass manufacturers seemed to vie 
with one another in producing unique 
chandeliers, lamps, and even furni- 
ture of glass. F. and C. Osler were 
especially noted fer their striking 
glass ornaments. The metal was clear 
and brilliant, and remarkably free 
from bubbles and discolorations. The 
candelabrum illustrated was made by 
this firm in 1878. The torchere stood 
three feet, six inches, high and con- 
sisted of a thin triangular prism ce- 
mented to an ornamental cut foot and 
was topped by six glass branches and 
a center light. A pair in this style 
was valued at six hundred dollars. 
Other candelabra made by this firm 
were valued at twelve hundred dol- 
lars each and were handsome iar- 
monies of glass and ormolu. 

The chandelier shown in the ac- 
companying illustration was the most 
imposing and striking piece made by 
the Osler firm. It measured seven feet 
nine inches in diameter and was 
twelve feet deep. The central shaft 
was of heavy cut glass surrounded by 
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ended at the base and summit in 
scrolls from which solid glass pend- 
ants were suspended. The inner cyl- 
inder terminated at the top and bot- 


tom into floral ornaments. A large 
solid glass ball, beautifully cut, hung 
at the base of the shaft. The twelve 
curving branches were hollow so that 
they could be used as gas pipes, each 
one made of a single piece of grace- 
fully curving glass six feet long. This 
chandelier was valued at $4,750.00. 


An attractive chandelier made by 
a Stourbridge firm had a central shaft 
formed of ribbed hollow glass balis 
which increased in size from top to 
bottom. Attached to the hollow blown 
drops were solid glass balls contain- 
ing tiny air bubbles. A large ball 
filled with bubbles was hung from the 
bottom of the chandelier. The branches 
were formed of twisted glass. Chan- 
deliers for candles were made usually 
with solid glass branches, while those 
for gas had branches with hollow 
centers. The drops were made in as- 
sorted shapes. Some were like balls, 
some like tears, and some were in- 
verted cups cut in scallops, while 
others were pyramid-shaped running 
to a sharp point. Colored drops or 
prisms were occasionally interspersed 
with those of clear glass. 

Approximately 75 years ago Joseph 
Inwald of Bohemia made crystal can- 
delabra decorated with handsomely 
engraved medallions and hung with 
fluted and cut drops. In Vienna was 
the firm of J. & L. Lobmeyr whose 
fancy candelabra were mounted in 
ormolu. Their chandeliers were made 
in great variety. Some were severely 
plain in design, others were beauti- 
fully. cut on the branches and bowls. 
The prisms were of various shapes 
and sizes. Chandeliers of iridescent 
glass were popular at this time since 
iridescence had been recently intro-

duced by Lobmeyr, and the fad was 
copied in various countries. 

About 1880 the Cristallerie de |’An- 
tin near Paris made a lovely pair of 
large candelabra which they valued 
at $5000. They were urn-shaped and 
were cut in bamboo and heavy dia- 


monds, with leaves on the glass 
branches. The pendants were bell- 
shaped. Some candelabra were 


mounted as vases with metal branches 
and heavy cut glass base. These were 
valued at one thousand dollars a pair. 
Very elaborate chandeliers were made 
at Baccarat, the pendants being of 
overlay with green cut through to 
ruby, and the bobeches or sockets 
cut on the border and painted in en- 
amel colors. 

While the Bohemians, the Aus- 
trians, and the English glassmakers 
seemed to prefer the brilliance and 
scintillating beauty of crystal glass, 
the Italians liked combinations of 
colors. A typical Venetian candela- 
brum of clear glass was edged around 
the base with ruby, and_ twisted 
threads of ruby glass decorated the 
standard. The branches were fes- 
tooned in glass chains, and green 
scrolls and vari-colored flowers and 
opal swans completed the ornamenta- 
tion. This was about four feet high. 
Gas chandeliers, and candelabra made 
entirely of glass were covered with 
glass flowers and leaves in opal, rose, 
blue, yellow, — white. The branches 
were made of many colors also, and 
were held together by silvered wire. 

These ornate lighting fixtures were 
fitting accompaniments to the decora- 
tions of elaborate homes, churches, 
hotels, opera houses, and other public 
buildings of the Victorian era.

To a smaller room, perhaps ten by 
twelve feet in size, also in the second 
story of one of the buildings of the 
pottery, two ladies, not of the Pot- 
tery Club, (Cincinnati) take their 
way through the dusty floors, piled 
high with partially dried “biscuit” and 
glazed wares. For them the hours 
of daylight are too few and short. 
From this dim and unattractive little 
nook comes a succession of creations 
unique in character and beauty. The 
vase of “green” clay, brought up 
from the hands of the thrower below, 
is submitted to the artistic fingers 
of Mrs. William Dodd and Mrs. Maria 
L. Nichols, who practice every style 
of work on “green” and “biscuit” 
ware, from incised design as delicate 
as the spider’s web, to Cincinnati 
faience, and relief-work in clay so 
bold that one is tempted to reach 
forth her hand and take the bird 
from the bough. 

A piece of Mrs. Dodd’s (Fig. 1) is 
a vase thirty inches high, buff body 
(Rockingham and white pastes), with 
bough of apple blossoms in high re- 
lief and natural colors, in which is 
a nest of eggs, and perched on the 
bough two brown birds of life size. 
Subsequently Mrs. Dodd added an 
overglaze decoration, by which the 
surface is flecked with clouds of gold 
here and there, and the neck of the 
vase enriched with a twining wreath 
of apple blossoms, and the base with 
a fringe of grasses and marsh plants. 


The work of Mrs. Nichols is shown 
in vases of all sizes, and in wonderful 
variety of style, for her talents en- 
able her to throw off work with un- 
common rapidity. Among her pieces, 
during the last year, has been a suc- 
cession of vases, each some thirty 
inches high. The body is of Rocking- 
ham in some cases, in others a mix- 
ture of Rockingham and white pastes, 
giving a soft buff color in some 
pieces, in others a rich cream. A 
majority of the large pieces of Mrs. 
Nichols are Japanese grotesque in 
design, with the inevitable dragon 
coiled about the neck of the vase, or 
at its base, varied with gods, wise 
men, the sacred mountain, storks, 


owls, monsters of the air and ‘water, ° 


bamboo, etc., decorated in high relief, 
underglaze color, incised design, and 
an overglaze enrichment of gold. 
(See Fig. 2) The large vases are 
thirty-two and thirty inches high. 

Other pieces of Mrs. Nichols are 
in the fine-grained red clays of Ohio, 
decorated in incised and relief work, 
and an illumination of dead gold; sur- 
face finished with semi-glaze; also in 
a mixture of blue and yellow clays, 
producing charming tints of sage 
green, blue-gray, etc. 

It is an interesting commentary 
upon the occupations of our women 


that the dusty quarters of the manu- 
facture of iron-stone and Rocking- 
ham should be the point of attraction 
for so many of the refined and culti- 
vated women of the city. 

So much interest has been felt by 
the public in the practical work of 
the Pottery Club, that to avoid in- 
convenient interruption they decided 
to give an occasional reception, to 
to which visitors would be admitted 
by cards of invitation. The first of 
the series was held in May, 1880. On 
this occasion not less than two hun- 
dred pieces were shown, which, from 
their variety of style and excellence 
of execution, formed a most interest- 
ing exhibit. : 

Early in 1878 the first effort in 
underglaze color in the Lambeth 
style, or, as it should be called, the 
“Bennett”* style, was made by Miss 
Laughlin. 

*Mr. Bennett’s attitude toward Mr. 
Doulton is so respectful and deferential, 
and in regard to what he has himself 
done is so modest, that his own state- 
ment in answer to an inquiry on this 
point is not without interest. It is as 
follows: ‘‘our impression respecting Doul- 
ton Lambeth faience is right. I intro- 
duced it, and taught all the pupils, glazed 
and burned; but in justice to Mr. H. 
Doulton, the principal, I must say it is 
very doubtful whether I would have 
brought it to the success it attained had 
I not been engaged by him: his natural 
good taste and desire to improve in art 
pottery always had a stimulating effect 
upon me. You will gather from_ the 
above that I think the Lambeth faience 
ought to be called ‘Doulton’; at the same 
time, I have felt slighted by no mention 
being made of my name in Mr. Sparkes’s 
paper on Lambeth pottery. 

“At the time of Mr. Bennett’s employ- 
ment by Messrs. Doulton, the only ar- 
tistic work done by them was in the gray 
stone-ware which they were producing 
in their establishment: they had no 
studios for printing, either over or under 
glaze, till Mr. Bennett. went there.’ 

In 1879 the attention of a number 
of ladies was given to underglaze 
color work: during the year experi- 
ments in this direction became gen- 
eral.

The relief-work in clays by Mrs. 
C. A. Piimpton is distinguished by 
features so marked as to make it 
unique and original among the vari- 
ous styles of work being done in 
Cincinnati. The decoration is gener- 
ally on a body of Rockingham (Figs. 
6 and 7), or one of the fine red clays 
of Ohio, on which the design is 
painted, so to speak, in varying re- 
lief, with clays of different colors and 
shades. A landscape, for example, 
upon a dark red or brown body, is 
artistically and delicately wrought, 
as if with the engraver’s burin, in 
brown clays of different shades, with 
yellow and white pastes for high 
lights. Or on a close-grained, soft- 
toned red body of Scioto clay (Fig. 
8). a branch of grapevine in high re- 
lief encircles the rim of the vase, 
while delicate sprays spring from the 
base, the entire decoration being in 
clays of different colors. The largest 
diameter of this piece is sixteen 
inches. Her surface work is substan- 
tially that of pate-sur-pate, so beauti- 
fully shown by Solon, and it demon- 
strates in a most interesting manner 
the decorative uses to which our com- 
mon clays may be put. No work yet 
done here has so much originality, 
and promises so much in the use of 
our common clays, as this work of 
Mrs. Plimpton. 


The use of Parian paste for light 
relief-work, or for modelling in high 
relief, has received special attention 
from a number of ladies. Misses 
Elizabeth and Adelaide Nourse have 
produced some effective work in pot- 
tery in bold relief. 


Fig. 12, a vase of cream-colored 
clay, by Miss Fannie M. Banks. 


An interesting specialty is seen in 
the work of Miss Agnes Pitman, a 
part of the design being incised on a 
common clay body, which is then 
covered with a colored slip; finally 
other designs in low relief are laid 
on in Parian paste, modelled, and 
wrought with delicacy and skill. Miss 
Pitman also shows work in incised 
and low-relief decoration covered 
with dark glazes. A vase by Miss 
Pitman is of yellow clay, with incised 
designs and low-relief work in brown 
and white clay, semi-glaze finish. 


The point of interest in the work 
of these Cincinnati women (leaving 
out of the question the excellence of 
its execution) is the decorative uses 
which have been made of the com- 
mon clays, and the variety and ori- 
ginality of the styles in which they 
are working. The vartous kinds of 
work mentioned in this article, ex- 
cept the few pieces of overglaze- 
work on European porcelain, are all 
done in Ohio clays from Cincinnati 
potteries, and with few exceptions, 
are from the pottery of Mr. Freder- 
ick Dallas.

The experiments of Mrs. J. T. 
Wheatley in Cincinnati faience were 
began in 1878. For a time his work 
was done at the pottery of P. L. Coul- 
try and Co., but in the spring of 1880 
he established himself in quarters of 
his own on Hunt Street, where he 
built a kiln for firing decorated wares 
(underglaze), and where all the pro- 
cesses of the preparation of clay, of 
moulding, glazing, and firing, are per- 
formed by him. It is understood that 
Mr. Wheatley has been unselfish in re- 
gard to his discoveries of modes and 
processes, freely communicating them 
to any who wish to learn, and who are 
welcomed to work at his establishment. 
Mr. Wheatley is busily engaged in ex- 
periments with colored glazes, and in 
the preparation of new shapes and 
moulds, some of which rank with the 
largest yet made here. 


During the spring of 1880, a class 
was taught in the practice of Cincin- 
nati faience by Messrs. Retig and Val- 
entine. These young gentlemen were 
pupils of the School of Design for a 
number of years. Mr. Retig had estab- 
lished some reputation as a designer 
of frescoes, and for artistic talent gen- 


erally; in his quickness and accuracy 
of hand and appreciation of color. Mr. 
Pitman saw the kind of skill to make 
a successful decorator of pottery, and 
at his suggestion Mr. Retig prepared 
himself for this work. Here again we 
recognize the unfailing interest of Mr. 
Pitman. His encouragement and aid 
in all practical ways have been intelli- 
gently bestowed, as many can testify 
who have felt the benefit of his know!- 
edge and liberality of spirit. In ref- 
erence to the growth of interest and 
advance in decorative pottery, as well 
as some other branches of industrial

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In order to answer quite a few let- 
ters at one stroke, I am advising my 
correspondents that my friend Art 
no longer hounds me.

The road 
officials have done a good job in 
planting climbing roses, spirea and 
so many species of wild flowers that 
the roadside is a riot of color from 
one end of the State to the other. 
Florida is about the same in the sum- 
mer as it is in the winter with an in- 
creasing number of summer tourists. 

Riding through South Carolina you 
vary your scenery from the swamps 
of the Santee River and the Great 
Pee Dee to the foot-hills of the Ap- 
palachian system. The Old North 
State is a mecca for tourists. We 
were surprised, on checking with the 
weather reports, that the night we 
spent in Asheville was the coldest 
spot in the U. S.

The trip was what I 
needed for my health — I picked up 
five pounds of the 45 I had lost.

It is a healthy sign in our trade 
to see a gradual decline in prices. 
Some dealers wrote us that we should 
do what we could to keep prices from 
falling. We could not battle the 
natural law if we wanted to. The New 
Dealers tried that, and dissatisfied 
everybody. They spent years trying 
to get prices up against the law of 
supply and demand and then spent 
years trying to get them down 
against the natural activities of 
black market racketeers. The quicker 
prices are reduced the less chance 
there will be for the bottom to drop 
out of the market entirely through 
a buyers’ strike. 


We heard a dealer say the other 
day that the recession had run its 
course and prices would start soaring 
again. That dealer is welcome to his 
own ideas but the recession has not 
run its course by far and prices will 
go still lower. Buy on this basis and 
you can go right ahead making a 
living. You won’t make much more 
than that anyhow if you are honest 
in reporting your income tax. A 
study of the brackets will tell you 
that if you don’t know it already. The 
high price boys have only one argu- 
ment — where can you get another 
one like it. An auctioneer got that 
one off at a sale the other night and 
a woman onlooker sitting back of me 
replied in‘'a monotone “Who said we 
had to have it”, 


It reminds me of a woman who was 
once very rich but the changes 
brought about by the -big depression 
altered her income. Perhaps she 
lived too long, as she was beyond the 
average life expectancy. Her home 
was full of antiques and various col- 
lections. In her late years she was 
more or less bedridden and her 
nurse used to call me up to come out 
and buy something. I took the nurse 


for a drive several times as she 


wanted to get out of the house. She 
confided in me that the old lady was 
hard up for cash and the banks did 
not want to make any property 
loans because they knew she had no 
active income to pay the money back 
and they would simply tie up their 
funds in frozen assets. Yet she asked 
exorbitant prices for her antiques, 
always with a challenging grin and 
the remark “where can you get 
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another one”? Now wasn’t that a 
great argument for a woman who 
needed groceries? 

I did not buy the stuff regardless 
of the fact that I could not get 
another one like it. The nurse told 
me, upon my failure to buy, that she 
would sell to dealers for whatever 
they would give her to get money for 
medicine and food. One time she 
called me to come out, that she had 
something special. When I got 
there she wanted to sell me a 
“harpsicord” for $350. I told the 
nurse a dealer had offered me that 
instrument for $45° several years be- 
fore, and I was quite put out that 
she wanted to soak me $350. In the 
first place, I told her, that is not a 
harpsichord, it is a piano harp. After 
her death there was scarcely enough 
available from the remaining saleable 
stuff to pay the nurse and the funer- 
al expenses. Accumulated taxes and 
the general condition of the estate, 
so disheartened the son that he went 
to the 17th floor of a Chicago hotel 
and jumped out. 


When I hear some dealers argue 
that certain pieces are worth exorbi- 
tant prices because “you can’t get one 
like it” I am tempted to ask them. to 
go on with their philosophy and ex- 
plain why anybody has to have it. 
The réal collector, who has both 
money and appreciation for rarities, 
has long since trained himself not to 
want anything too badly. The col- 
lector who can’t control his appetite 
for specimens is exactly like the con- 
firmed alcoholic who’ cannot contro! 
his appetite for drink. In the first 
place, it stands to reason he will soon 
be broke. It reminds me of a war con- 
tractor who in spite of a couple 
of bankruptcies organized a business 
and got a big war contract. He at- 
tended several auction ~sales and 
bought nearly everything in sight. 
A naval officer happened to 
attend one of the sales and inquired 
who the man was. When told that he 
was a war contractor the Naval Of- 
ficer reported the matter to higher 
authorities who apparently “confer- 
red” with the contractor. At any 
rate, he was never seen again around 
auction sales. 


When you find a sucker buyer, as 
you sometimes do, and you let it go 
to your head you invariably find that 
before long, in some way, he is 
choked off. When common sense is 
not used in this business it will be- 
come a racket. Whoever gets the 
idea that you can buy something for 
$25 and put a price of $250 on it will 
not be in the business long. That is 
one reason why there is such a high 
mortality in the antiques business. 
Just hold on to your stuff that you 
have at sucker prices and you will be 
like the old lady who found out what 
it was worth when the food larder got 
meager. Then you will realize that 
you can’t eat it. Then you will rea- 
lize that the landlord is an impatient 
man. Then you will find out that the 
‘worst thing you did for yourself was 
to get the reputation for being a 
gouger. Why is it that price gougers 
are. almost invariably broke? Isn’t it 
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because they have no ability to make 
money any other way? Is there any 
brains needed’ to overcharge a cus- 
tomer ? 

If these articles are worth what 
you claim as a seller why did you 
change your mind since you were a 
buyer? When you bought the pieces 
did you put down what you said to 
the party who owned them? Isn’t it 
a fact that there was such a dis- 
crepancy in what you said when you 
bought and what you say when you 
sell that it had best not be recorded? 
Hadn’t you better be sure there is no 
dictograph hidden in the house where 
you are buying? Is a thousand per 
cent profit justified in any business 
under the sun? In the words of St. 
Paul: “Think on these things.”

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REPAIRING THE PARLOR ORGAN 


Come-back of “Parlor Organ” Brings Interesting 
Repair Problems For Hobbyists 


By EDWARD LINDEMANN 


In grandma’s day, a shiny parlor 
organ, with its bellows and stops and 
mellow tones, was her proudest pos- 
session—it was the final touch that 
demonstrated to the whole town tne 
taste and good income of its owners. 

Neglected for some 40 or 50 years, 
the parlor organ is coming back into 
its own. Lots of people are poking 
into small-town attics and Sunday 
school rooms, into country auctions, 
and into city second-hand stores and 
salvage shops to pick them up. For 
one thing, a harmonium (as the dic- 
tionary calls it) makes a beautifu 
piece of antique furniture for very 
little money comparatively. It’s an 
interesting change for anyone who 
plays the piano at home. It’s an in- 
expensive substitute for those who 
can’t afford a piano, too (it has ex- 
actly the same kind of keyboard, is 
played in the same way). Then too, 
they’re sometimes easier to find than 
pianos in these post-war days. 

But perhaps the most interesting 
reason for all this rummaging in at- 
tics and old barns is that the parlor 
organ gives the home mechanic a 
new and different field in which to 
use his repairing and adjusting pow- 
ers. 


For these fine old instrumenrs 
usually need some help. Some notes 
may not play, some may be out or 
tune; volume controls, pedals, stop 
mechanisms may be broken; bellows 
may be leaky; vibrator fan may be 
out of order. 

Different models vary, of course, 
but most parlor prgans have from 
about six to twelve stops. These are 
knobs above the keyboard, and they 
make changes of tone (and some- 
times volume) when they’re pullea 
out. In the organ shown, the four 
left stops control bass notes, the five 
right ones control treble, and the 
remaining one (marked Vox Humana 
—“human voice”) gives vibrating 
quality to all the sound. 

Just below the keyboard is a grille 
which, when unscrewed, reveals a 
long “door,” or board on linen hinges. 
The volume controls (wooden levers 
worked by the player’s knees) lift 
this door, and behind it will be founa 
the front set of reeds, which produce 
the sound. 

Here is the first repair job—reeds 
in a neglected parlor organ are often 
squawky or entirely silent. A little 
hook can be made out of stiff wire 
or a metal rod to draw the reeds out

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for adjustment—they have either 
tiny knobs or depressions on which 
to get hold. Be careful, however, in 
using this tool, that you don’t put the 
hook in too far and bend the sensi- 
tive tone strip of the reed. 


This thin strip, made of brass, vi- 
brates within its hole when air is 
pushed through it—the same prin- 
ciple found in harmonicas and ac- 
cordians. This vibration produces the 
sound, the note depending, of course, 
on the length and thickness of tne 
strip. But dust stuck between the 
strip and the edge of the hole wilt 
make a reed silent or sometimes 
cause only part of the strip to vi- 
brate, thus making a note that’s too 
high. A bit of paper (brown paper 
is strongest) slid into the crevice will 
usually clean .it out, and blowing 
through it gives extra guarantee. 
This is important, for even a very 
tiny piece of grit will distort the 
sound. After the reed is clean, place 
it in front of its compartment, push 
it back in (tightly) with any blunt- 
ended tool, and test it. 

It is safest to remove only one reed 
at a time, so as to be sure of getting 
each one back into the right com- 
partment. 


Most organs have two sets of reeds 
—one in front, one in back. This 
makes it possible to get special tonal 
effects. Dust trouble is found most- 
ly in the front reeds.’ The Viola and 
Viola Dolce stops bring the back set 
into use also—if there’s still distor- 
tion with these stops after the front 
reeds have been cleaned, you’ll know 
where to look. The back reeds are 
also behind several “doors,” which are 
worked by one or more of the stops 
through a lever system. 


Occasionally a reed will play not 
sharp,- but flat—lower than it’s sup- 
posed to. In this case, it either has 
expanded through weather condi- 
tions, or in some cases the vibrating 
strip has been flattened down too 
much (most of the strips normally 
have a slight bend near the tip). . 
Careful judgment must be used here 
—if the strip really appears too 
flattened, as compared with the 
strips on neighboring reeds, it can be 
gently and slightly bent again by in- 
serting a small screwdriver beneath 
it and bearing down on top of it 
lightly with the finger. If is is bent 
too much by this, however, the reed 
will only “breathe” and will not play, 
and must be adjusted back again to 
a certain extent. 


The other way of correcting flat 
notes is to file off the tip of the strip 
slightly, with gentle strokes of a fine 
file, and with frequent testing in the 
organ to avoid filing off too much. 
Filing or any other adjustment of 
the smaller reeds must be done very 
gently, for the thin brass strip is of- 
ten somewhat brittle with age. Oc- 
casionally you may find one that is 
broken off entirely. There’s just a 
handful of obscure manufacturers in 
the country today who make reed 
organs (the midget kind)—if you can 
track them down, you may be able to 
get a replacement. If not, you can 
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The largest and smallest reeds of the 
parlor organ—the big. one being, of 
course, the lowest note.

work some thin scrap brass up into a 
new vibrating strip for the reed. This 
will involve drilling out the rivet of 
the old strip, cutting a duplicate 
strip, and reducing it to exactly the 
same size and thickness ‘with the aid 
of a file and emery paper (plus a 
hammer for thinning it, if neces- 
sary). Final length of the strip 
should allow for a slight bend. The 
new strip should be attached to the 
frame with a rivet or a machine 
screw and nut, and soldered once it 
tests perfectly. 

Volume control, whether by the 
knee lever or by a stop, is a matter 
of raising or lowering. the hinged in- 
ner or outer doors over the reeds 
(there may be as many as six such 
doors in one organ). Any trouble 
here will come from breaks or malad- 
justments in the connecting rods, or 
from warping of the wood in the 
doors. The latter will make little dif- 
ference unless the warp is*excessive, 
in which case a piece of heavy card- 
board or weather stripping attached 


to the door will fill in the cavity 
caused by the warp. Aside from the 
Vox Humana stop, different tonal ef- 
fects of the stops are achieved 
through the raising of different 
doors, which naturally increases the 
volume slightly also. 


The Vox Humana is an enclosed 
blower fan which is operated by the 
bellows, plus a larger outer fan turn- 
ing on the same shaft—the whole 
made of wood. The agitated streams 
of air produce a slight vibrating ef- 
fect in the sound as it emerges from 
the reeds. Any repairs here will be 
simple ones, such as the shaft being 
broken or stuck, or a leaky connec- 
tion through the bottom of the blower 
to the bellows. Difficulties with stop 
levers will be of the same sort, re- 
quiring only gluing, or easing of stiff 
joints. 


The back and front of the bellows 
are of wood, but the sides are of a 
flexible material which may be rip- 
ped or leaky. If it is in a bad condi- 
tion, it should be replaced entirely. 
A material such as auto roofing will 
be fairly good for.this, though it is 
a little stiff at the corners and may 
be inclined to crack there. Rubber- 
ized cloth such as that sold for 
laboratory and physicians’ use is bet- 
ter. If the old cloth can be removed 
entirely, it can be used as a pattern 
for cutting the new material. Shel- 
lac. or rubber cement are good ad- 
hesives, depending on the kind of 
material used; both (the cement on 
top of the dried shellac) may be de- 
sirable. In any case, the material 
must be airproof. 


If ordinary cloth is used, it can be 
airproofed by a. liberal coating of 
rubber cement. The same adhesive 
should be used in attaching patches— 
the procedure here being about the 
same as in putting a blowout patch

Reconditioning parlor organs involves 
such operations as cleaning reeds, cor- 
recting out-of-tune reeds, glueing key 
spokes and connectors, repairing volume 
controls, stop mechanisms, foot pedal 
connections, rips and weak spots in bel- 
lows, blower and fan, etc. 

These instruments add a very pleas- 
ant note of old times to the home, give 
an interesting new field to people who 
play the piano. For those who can’t af- 
ford a piano, they are an inexpensive 
substitute. 





on an inner tube. If there’s any 
opening to work through, it will be a 
stronger patch if it’s attached to the 
inside of the bellows. 

For those who prefer to get an air 
supply for playing without pumping 
the foot pedals, an electric blower 
can be added. This can be bought 
from. a manufacturer of pipe organs, 
or can be made from an electric fan 
—preferably the enclosed blower- 
type fan used in hair dryers and 
various industrial processes, since 
this delivers a strong compact stream 
of air. Constructing a blower will 
take a little experimenting to find 
out how much air is needed, and how 
much force in the air. 

The fan should preferably be plac- 
ed within a box that has been made 
as soundproof as possible without 
overheating the motor,‘ or within 
another room. A strong rubber hose 
some three or four inches wide must 
be used to connect. the blower if it is 
to be used at a distance from the or- 
gan. This can be attached right in- 
to the bellows, where it will build up 
a reserve of air. Excess air escapes 
through a simple valve at the bottom 
of the bellows. 

The fun of reconditioning a par- 
lor organ ‘will be multiplied hun- 
dreds of times through the years in 
using it. And, with some salesman- 
ship thrown in, it can bring you 
money too. One of these organs in 
the home always makes people ask, 
“Where can I get one?”

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NEWS FROM 
WASHINGTON 


The Postmaster General has an- 
nounced that the first day sale in 
New York City on May 17 of the 
three-cent stamp commemorating the 
100th onniversary of U. S. postage 
stamps was the highest in the his- 
tory of the Postal Service. 

Third Assistant Postmaster Gener- 
al Joseph J. Lawler stated that 
7,586,267 stamps valued at $227,- 
588.01 were sold during the first day 
of the Centenary International Phila- 
telic Exhibition held at the Grand 
Central Palace in New York, on 
May 17. 

Mr. Lawler said 712,873 first day 
covers were cancelled in New York 
on that day. This figure exceeded by 
80,000 the first day sale of the Thom- 
as Edison stamp, which held the 
previous all time record.

Senator Kenneth S. Wherry, Re- 
publican, Nebraska, working in co- 
operation with the Central Nebraska 
Stamp Club of Grand Island, Ne- 
braska, and other philatelic groups, 
has presented a request to the Post 
Office Department proposmg a com- 
memorative stamp in honor of Gold 
Star Mothers. 

Senator Wherry has received as- 
surances from Acting Postmaster 
General J. M. Donaldson that this 
proposal would be considered by the 
Post Office Department Committee. 
It was explained, however, that there 
would be no opportunity this year for 
the approval of such an issue as the 
productive capacity of the Depart- 
ment’s manufacturing equipment has 
been completely absorbed by com- 
memorative commitments and_ the 
need for a complete new series of air- 
mail stamps. 

The Nebraska Senator, however, 
stated that he was hopeful that fav- 
orable action would be taken on his 
request in 1948 because He knew of 
no one entitled to a commemorative 
stamp more than the Gold Star 
Mothers.

Mr. Chairman, Mayor O’Dwyer. Guests 


and Visitors to the Centenary Interna- 
tional Philatelic Exhibition: 

This is an historic occasion and a hap- 
py moment in the annals of the Post 
Office Department. For today, we cele- 
brate the centenary of United States 
Postage Stamps. It was on July 1, 1847, 
that the first postage stamps were sold 
in a post office for use on mail. 

Since that eventful day, one hundred 
years have elapsed—one hundred years 
of progress. of tremendous strides in the 
growth of our great Nation—a Nation 
that has prospered because it has con- 
tinued to follow the principles of Democ- 
racy laid down by the fathers of our 
country. 

The history of the United States—its 
hopes, its trials, its people, its accom- 
plishments—all of these have been por- 
trayed on postage stamps. And it is a 
history of which we can be proud. 

The postage stamp—a small piece of 
printed paper—is your agent and mine. 
By placing it on a letter or a package, 
it extends to all of us every facility the 
United States Postal Service has to of- 
fer—insurance, registry, parcel post, 
special delivery, air mai!l—or whatever 
it may be. 

Nineteen billion postage stamps are 
sold each year—and since 1847 more than 
750 billion stamps have been used—a 
testimonial to their popularity and to 
the service which they render. 

As we enter into another hundred 
years of service to the nation, I want to 
assure you that we in the Post Office De- 
partment will endeavor at all times to 
give to the nation and its people the 
kind of service they need and which they 
are entitled to receive. 

It is especially fitting, Mayor O’Dwy- 
er, that the first sheet of the Centenary 
Commemorative Stamp is to be sold in 
New: York City—for it was here a cen- 
tury ago that the first postage stamp 
was placed on sale. 

On behalf of Postmaster General 
Robert BE. Hannegan, I am happy to 
present to you, Mayor O'Dwyer, this al- 
bum containing the first sheet of the 
Centenary Commemorative Postage 
Stamp.

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equal, that if factual and not a 
“puilt” landscape like No. 800, and 
many comparing critics add a few 
others. Architecturally they favor 
the West Point as tops in that sort of 
design. 


All good, but tinged with “chang- 
es” and other things and if engraved, 
not as condensed and perfect as the 
European products. 


Photogravure methods make even 
more detail, but such detail is photo- 
graphic and delicately handled, and 
also m colors that fit the subject. 
Just why we have to do all our com- 
memorative doings on the three cent 
value and in “horrendous” shades of 
alleged “violet” that is supposed to 
fit the U. P. U. color agreement, is 
beyond many. 


The Austrian best landscapes are 
on the schilling values and in colors 
approaching the best for etchings 
and other art work. Anyhow, either 
as one mid-west collector writes it, 
or some of his pals have a yen for 
“violet” and its shades and can’t see 
any other object in trying on other 
values. Surely the 3 cent is the let- 
ter rate, but even so, might make 
them good, enough to sell using mul- 
tiples of 3 cents (6, 9, 12 & 15). 


Always felt the Wilson 17 cent was 
so valued for some reason beside a 
combined rate. And plenty felt it 
was on the wrong value. That is 
gone by, but it may have been the 
forerunner of this overdone political 
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slicking of Congressional importun- 
ists. 


Multi-Color Printings 


Reference to “bi-color’, or multi- 
color printings seems to start with 
the George Rogers Clark and the Red 
Cross issues, and remarks about 
“letting out” the flags follow sar- 
castically, and often almost abusive- 
ly. True the American Bank Note 
product sold well, and was a credit 
to them, even tho the design was 
“not so hot.” 


But having done this and having 
previously done other color work, the 
alibi of rotary press impossibilities 
and “no other way” seem slim and 
weak. Why not select a 3-cent mul- 
tiple value—and go “all-out” to make 
something to start the second hun- 
dred years with. Something that 
would at least be the equal of 
Britain’s color ‘work. Sounds logical. 


Rates 

There is little use in scolding about 
rate raising and rate changes. The 
economic law of cost and use, price 
and demands, is ignored. 


The three-cent rate is a profit of 
more than two cents per single unit 
letter. The P. O. D. admits that it can 
deliver a letter with a _ three-cent 
stamp anywhere in continental U. S. 
for less than one cent. (Maybe .095 
of a cent is near enough).

is it not? 

Mail is not a luxury. It is a com- 
modity. It is the core of civilization, 
business and many other things. It 
‘is essentially the growth of this 
“first 100 years.” Prior to 1840 it was 
a luxury. If the three-cent rate were 
set back to the old 2-cents—use 
would more than absorb the figured 
“loss.” In other words, instead of a 
loss the public would use enough 
sealed mail to use much more postage 
than the cost of the cent written off. 

It always happens. See what every 
reduction in commodities does. Ice— 
electricity—transport! Think of 
others. Many stand out. Outside of 
the production of the stamps, little 
effect on this by labor costs, and 
probably welcome increase in legiti- 
mate and required carrier and clerk 
employment.

Printed in Albums 

The collectors who started in a 
blank album are having some fun. 
They are having a quiet laugh, too. 

The newly opened (and closed) 
listings of stamp issues surely do not 
fit the printed in albums, and even 
the ones that are issued quarterly in 
additional sheets or sections are 
some months behind the actual facts. 
Don’t ask leading questions like 
“How many new divisions are now 
listed?”, or “What should this issue 
follow, or where is it?” That is go- 
ing to be a pain in the neck for some 
time and difficult determination for 
a while after that. You may even 
see the U. N. do some re-naming and 
changing and the peoples of these un- 
restful sections may do more—(as 
happened to Siam-Thailand-Siam). 
But if you have the loose leaf blank 
album you won’t waste but a page, 
which is small money, and you can 
move the issues accumulated if, as, 
and when the thing is settled. It 
saves space, time, worry, and paper. 

It is, of course, your choice as to 
headings and methods, but at least 
you won’t easily lose mounted speci- 
mens, even if you have to shift their 
position. And, there are savings in 
time and possible loss. Mounted spe- 
cimens don’t “just disappear” and 
even what one man calls “omnibus 
pages” are much better than storing 
odd items in envelopes. 

And here is another thing. A 
“peelable hinge” on a peel withstand- 
ing page will preserve your specimen 
and you can use the page over. Did 
you ever think of that?

Legend of the Nickel Indian 


Legends are the folk-lore of his- 
tory, the poetry of events. A nation’s 
statistical history is mildewed on the 
shelves of libraries while its legends 
are kept fresh in the hearts of the 
people. 


The world loves a mystery as well 
as a legend, and the mystery of the 
identity of the Indian on our nickel 
coin has become a legend. The In- 
dian-Buffalo nickel is one of the 
most typical of our reguiar coinage, 
commemorating as it does the ab- 
original American with his most use- 
ful animal. The likenesses on the 
soin are not just conceptions of an 
artist’s brain, they are taken from 
life. It is claimed that “Old Bronx” 
of the Central Park zoo in New York 
posed for the picture on the nickel. 
But as to the original of the Indian 
head—that is a mystery satisfactorily 
solved only by legend. All that un- 
disputed factum tells us, is that the 
designer wished to preserve for _Pos- 
terity an exact likeness of the “van- 
ishing race”, and therefore chose a 
full-blood as his model; but the 
identity of the model is.a question 
mark. Some claim it is the face of 
Chief _White-Calf of the Blackfoot 
tribe of Idaho, a very famous chief- 
tain. Another story is that it is the 
composite of three Indians, Irontail, 
[wo Moons, and an_ unidentified 
warrior. Another version is that it 
was the composite of five Indian 
leaders, one of which was White- 
calf, the other four unidentified. The 
Indian-head nickel being so plentiful 
does not now rate as a collector’s 
piece, but centuries hence it will be 
one of America’s most valuable 
numismatical contributions to the 
ages, for it will in that far off day be 
accepted as the best likeness of the 
race of old Americans that was ab- 
sorbed by the race of new Ameri- 
cans. But just as to whose likeness 
represents old America will always 
remain a legendary mystery.

Stranger Things 
Have Happened 

Sissie names are too often given 
boys by doting parents. The only 
hope a boy has of escaping a sissie 
stigma is to be rechristened by his 


playmates with a suitable nick-name. 
Coins, too, are often similarly tag- 
ged. ‘A coin’s best bid for immortali- 
ty is to have itself appropriately 
nick-named. Among the many nick- 
names, coinage has its Buck, its Bit, 
its Jitney, Old Pariah (Trade dollar), 
Silver Trey (3 cents), Old Trusty (2 
cents—first coin to carry In God We 
Trust), Silver Nickel (half-dime), 
Orphan Annie (1844 dime), Booby 
Head (cent). The Rag Pickers 
(paper money collectors) have their 
Grands, their Shin-plasters, therr 
Wild Cats, and many others. 


Not now of course, but in years to 
come when Uncle Sam’s recent set- 
to with Italy’s modern Nero, Musso- 
lini, merits only a chapter in a 
World’s History, our much admirea 
Mercury dime, 1916-1945, might be 
re-christened “Italian Dime”. Who 
knows—Stranger Things Have Hap- 
pened. Some future numismatic writ- 
er studying the Mercury dime might 
particularly note the winged-cap 
head of the Roman goddess Mercury 
and the Italian Fasces, and wonder, 
and wondering might remark, and 
write, “It is America’s Italian dime,” 
and the name might stick. Its Italy- 
ism is in appearance only, not in es- 
sence, for the designs are symbols 
only. The head of Mercury on the ob- 
verse of coin was not intended by 
the designer to memorialize the 
Roman goddess, but as a symbol of 
America’s liberty of thought. The 
fasces and olive branch, with ax, on 
reverse does not represent Italiana 
as mail fisted Mussolini had not yet, 
in 1916, adopted the emblem; it sym- 
bolizes America’s strength of unity 
in peace; the ax stands for America’s 
preparedness. 

We like Miss Mercury Dime’s 
name, and hope she will never change 
it for that of an Italian title; yet, 
as before said, Stranger Things Have 
Happened.

Silver Trey, 
Money-land’s Little Fairy 


A people agnostic towards fairies 
is too prosaic to reach eminence. A 
nation that does not believe in fairies 
is a nation without dreams, without 
vision, without romance, without a 
future. Money-land must also have

a Fairy Beautiful to gladden the 
hearts of its members, to keep them 
youthful, to present passe-ism. 

There were more than 40,000,000 
struck, 1851-1873, with two of ex- 
tremely small mintage, 470 in 1864 
and 600 in 1873. Even with the many 
millions struck during the twenty- 
two years of mintage, outside of 
minor varieties, it is a one type coin. 
The varieties consist of large and 
small dates and lines about the star, 
but in such small coins these differ- 
ences are barely discernable. Con- 
sidering its size, giving small op- 
portunity for workmanship, it is one 
of the most artistic of all our coins. 
Its six pointed star on obverse and 
its three lll’s on reverse are perfectly 
sized, harmonizing with the letter- 
ing and lineations of the coin. 

It is our smallest silver coin, m 
striking contrast to our largest, the 
dollar. We will never have another 
silver coin so small, because they 
were found too small for usefulness, 
in fact, as to utility they were nuis- 
ances. But we believers in fairies 
like to think they were not mintea 
for usefulness but for fairy-ness, and 
as such, they have proved their worth. 
So, let’s offer a toast to Silver Trey, 
money-land’s Fairy Beautiful:- 
Hail.to thee blithe fairy, slim and trim 

and oh so airy; 

As Silver Trey you are known to fame— 
it is a most befitting name— 

Smallest of the silver clan, one ‘hundred 
per cent American: 

Teensy, weensy, wafer-like—wee, but 
shapely little tike; 

With thy lineations fine, modest but of 
quaint design, 

Every true numismatist has ambitions 
for a tryst

A “Rare” Bryan Dollar 


One of the strangest anomalies of 
numismatics is the continued grow- 
ing popularity of Bryan dollars. The 
Bryan dollar is not a coin, it is nota 
medal, it is not a token, nor is it even 
an emergency substitute for money; 
it is merely a satirical political can- 
ard against a defeated presidential 
candidate back in 1896 running on a 
Free Silver—16 to 1—platform. Yet 
it is treated by coin collectors with all 
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the respect due to a genuine coin. 
They were privately struck by var- 
ious persons, consequently there are 
many types and varieties, some plen- 
tiful, some scarce, and some rare, ale 
of them with a good premium value. 
Mr. C. Leroy Carlson of the H.A.N.A., 
Kansas City, has what is probably 
the “rarest”— interestingly, even it 
not premiumly,—of all Bryan dol- 
lars, one personally autographed fox 
him by the Great Commoner's 
daughter, Ruth Bryan Owen Rhode. 
The coin is dated September 1896, and 
was struck by the Gorham Silver 
Company, New York. Unlike most 
coins, this piece has lettering on one 
side only, the reverse being perfect- 
ly smooth. The autograph in indelt- 
ble ink has Mrs. Rhode’s signature m 
bold letters around the rim of the 
coin; on the center of the coin she 
wrote Bryan Museum, Salem, IIli- 
nois. The autographing was done 
during a recent visit of Mrs. Rhoge 
to Kansas City. 

Mr. Carlson is very proud of his 
“rare” Bryanty, and it is a pretty 
safe bet that the coin will eventually 
find a permanent home in the Bryan 
Museum at Salem.

The “Flowers” of 
New Zealand 


In America we call them “Proof 
condition” and “they are catalogued 
“proofs”; in New Zealand they are 
“Blooms”, and catalogued “F.D.C.” 
Mr. Reginald Saw in a paper read be- 
fore the New Zealand Numismatic 
Society mentions this “bloom”. 
Quote: — “Coins worth collecting 
should be in good condition, as near 
Mint state as possible, without a 
scratch or blemish of any kind. Par- 
ticularly in the case of silver coins, 
for silver is a soft metal. Such silver 
coins acquire a patina, a sort of 
sheen or delicate tarnish, sometimes 
a steely blue, sometimes a gold-blue, 
which is the very bloom on the metal 
and is indicated in catalogues by 
the letters FDC (fleur de coin, not 
as the school-boy thought, “fairry 
decent coin”). This patina does not 
appear on gold coins but it has an 
effect on the value of silver and musr 
never be removed. To polish a coin 
is fatal to its appearance and re- 
duces its value at once. Silver which 
has been “shone up” takes on a star- 
ing whiteness, and copper turns a 
harsh tawny hue. Never “shine up” 
a coin. Silver can be gently scrubbed 
in hot soapy water, copper burnished 
with a short-hair dry brush which 
imparts a radiance without changing 
the tone produced by time.”

Recent Sales Results 


Catalogers report mixed results 
and trends. There are some good 
prices for special feature coins but 
some fine proofs and other coins 
have sold poorly. It makes for a cur- 
ious situation when desirable pieces 
are not bid upon or yet bring small 
and ridiculous bids and offers. All 
proof U. S. coins are rare. They 
should not be neglected. These coins, 
from half cents to dollars, have al- 
ways been rare. It is incongruous 
they should be slighted by collectors. 
There is a good public auction sale 
by B. Bluestone at Syracuse soon. 
Kosoff has secured the A. N. A. Con- 
vention sale at Buffalo. The A. N. A. 
sale he held last summer was a fine 
success. with many good records. 
Public sales have been held in the 
U. S. for more than 100 years, and 
believe me they are not going to fold 
up even if a small depression should 
come. As Lyman Low said “The 
time to shoot bears is when bears 
(coins) are around”. Don’t be pessi- 
mist on good coins. They will al- 
ways be good.

The Trends in U.S. 


Coins for Collectors 


The idea that U. S. Gold Coins 
should follow at all times the trends 
in demand and prices is a psychologi- 
cal phenomena. In 1929 ter the 
crash, to 1932, when the bottom was 
scraped in all kinds of coins, the 
plight of gold was a picture. Gold 
dollars had got down to around two 
dollars; three dollar pieces brought 
five dollars and the old U. S. half 
Eagles of the 1800 to 1813 period 
went to six and a half to seven dol- 
lars. 

Then the standard catalog came 
out, with more decent price valua- 
tions. Almost immediately a change 
was observed in gold. Remember 
there was no war or European specu- 
lation in gold then. Big men got 
more money by 1934 and 1935. 
Some of the rarer double Eagles af- 
ter 1850 were selling readily at $200 
to $250 apiece. The smaller denom1- 
nation followed suit and a far better 
demand appeared. Remember at that 
period although, Public Works Ad- 
ministration had caused more money 
to be issued by the government. Five 
billions dollars were in circulation in 
1929. Now it is 26 or 27 billions. So 
nobody can say there is not plenty of 
money in circulation. 

A broadcasting company on a Fri- 
day evening offers what is called 
“Break The Bank.” Hundreds are 
given away to good guessers. The 
writer saw a man and a woman from 
Washington, D. C., ‘win $5,750. in 


cold cash money by answering seven 
questions correctly, and two GI’s got 
$4,050. in ten minutes by answering 
seven other questions. Others have 
won from $50. to $300. each so at 
this very time money is almost be- 
ing given away. The people should 
get down to business, and not talk 
depression with so much money 
around. In Miami $37. to $50. per 
day is asked for a mere room at 
swank hotels. A steak at a ritzy 
plaza costs $32.50. Let no one say 
there is no money around or that it 
is scarce, although all may not have 
it. 

On top of all these conditions I say 
coins, all coins, are good, and 
if any are down, they will all come 
back with a bigger bang then ever. 
For 50 years I have watched, and I 
know the facts regarding coins. Don’t 
sacrifice them but get more of 
them. Nobody can lose by holding on 
to them. Example: $1 gold sold for 
$2 in 1932. The same is being sold 
today for eight or ten dollars! In 
view of all this it does not make 
sense that there should be any panic 
selling on coins or collections dump- 
ed. Those who have such ideas will 
later kick themselves around and 
wonder why, after all, they got nerv- 
ous or panicky. The trend for 
things like farm products and many 
other items in view of the fat wages 
paid and to be paid will most likely 
prevent much lower prices in the 
future. People, the world over have 
to eat. How can prices go way down 
in view of the facts related herein? 
And gold never was farther away 
from real value in relation to the 
value of the present depreciated dol- 
lar than right now. As dollar values 
go down, gold should most certainly 
go up. The larger values have most 
certainly become very scarce. 


Don’t be unwise in coins. Re- 
member those thousands who held 
stocks and refused to be stampeded 
into selling, it resulted finally in their 
making large profits, This sug- 
gestion regarding U.S. gold also in- 
cludes U. S. silver and copper and 
Colonial coins. All are good and I 
think, always will turn out to be 
good. Don’t be scared by propaganda 
of certain people who want to buy 
good coins too cheap. Inquire of their 
selling prices and you will find out. 

Any coin can be sold for a price. 
I could even sell the very first coin I 
owned, 60 years ago, a kopeck of 
Peter the Great.

Make 
an offer to buy to the pessimists and 
I think you will find them al! scurry- 
ing to cover and not selling you any- 
thing even at a time when they tell 
you they are “not buying’. New 
York seems to be about the most 
pessimistic spot in the U. S. A.- Dia- 
monds are down there I’m told. Is 
New York broke? What is the big 
idea anyhow? Maybe we should go 
in for bricklaying or the steel busi- 
ness. Those workers seem to be able 
to get by, some of them at $25 per 
day. At any rate anyone can be de- 
fied to prove there is not a lot of 
money around.

One dealer, notwithstanding the 
Situation, writes me he will offer 
$1.25 in cash for any date of Indian 
head cent which is a proof. This 
shows Indian head proofs have a 
definite value. For those prior to 
1880, he will pay much more of 
course. It is interesting to find-a 
dealer come along with a fair cash 
offer to buy small proofs. It would 
not take long to clean up all such 
cents. “Any U. S. proof coin is 
rare”. This was said to the writer 
by a great authority, David Prosky, 
many years ago.

Bidding at Sales 


Bidding has become popular and it 
has developed characteristics. Not a 
lot of cataloguers do the main bid- 
ding themselves at other sales. There 
is a certain aloofness on their part 
and many seem to prefer to advertise 
to buy collections outright. It is 
doubtful if they succeed in buying 
many collections in that way. I 
guess they are hoping by larger pur- 
chases to secure a bargain. Bargains 
today in large collections lying 
around seem not to be had. It is more 
remarkable why some dealers ignore 
some auction sales. Always at sales 
some lots change hands at dealers 
prices and less. It is therefore un- 
usual for some catalogers to ignore 
some public sales and mail sales. 
Larger ads tell us dealers are anx- 
ious to buy coins. There’s a big dif- 
ference in the amounts offered by 
dealers in gold coins. On the other 
hand there is active bidding by smal- 
ler collectors and dealers. They bid 
at all sales and do not worry whether 
their bids are successful or not. In 
the interim is is reported both deal- 
ers ‘and collectors are missing de- 
sirable lots at every sale while they 
cry to buy coins.

Stories of Collectors 


William Earl Hidden, a geologist 
and numismatist, active 1905 to 1916 
when he died. He was familiar with 
the Bechtler series; wrote a brochure 
on them, but never completed them. 
He was often at Rutherfordton and 
presented a picture of Christopher 
Bechtler to ‘he bank at Rutherford- 
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ton where it hangs today. He 
tramped the hills at Rutherfordton 
and discovered a precious stone cal- 
led Hiddenite, a greenish hard stone 
of beauty.

Some of his collection was sold to 
the late Henry Chapman, including 
a Bechtler die for a four dollar coin. 
Fifteen impressions were struck in 
gold when the die broke. All those 
struck ‘were brilliant proofs and of 
course very rare.

B. G. Johnson will always be rated 
one of the biggest and best postea 
collectors. I doubt if anyone in the

muting. He usually lived a dozen 
miles out of the city. It was his fate

Lyman H. Low, a great figure in 
coins, was a picturesque person. In 
summer I have often seen him, a 
ruddy cheeked gentleman, partly bald 
headed, his head a shiny red, with 
tufts of white hair, a snow white 
goatee, his face closely shaven, a red 
necktie and white canvas stylish 
shoes. Surely a striking figure was 
the great old numismatist and stu- 
dent.

He was formerly an 
editor of the American Journal of 
Numismatics. He did not succeed in 
business and died poor. But his life 
greatly enriched the study of numis- 
matics of which he was an indefa- 
tigable student and great authority. 
He was a splendid cataloger. His 
wife and dog Major preceded him in 
death, and I think he died alone at 
New Rochelle. The name of L. H. 
Low will always fill an honored niche 
in numismatics in America.

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COINS OF 
A TAILOR KING 


By RAYMOND J. WALKER 





Munster, the capital of Westphalia, 
is one of the most curious old towns 
in Europe, though it has not the 
high antiquity or the fine situation 
of those on the Rhine and the Danube. 
At the end of the principal market 
place in Munster is St. Lambert’s 
Church, in the best Gothic style of 
the 14th century. From its tower 
still hang the iron cages in which the 
bodies of John of Leydne, the Tailor 
King, Knipperdolling, and Krechting, 
his two ministers and colleagues—the 
leaders of the Anabaptists—were sus- 
pended, after they had been cruelly 
tortured for the space of an hour with 
red-hot pincers, previous to their ex- 
ecution in the Great Square. The 
house of John of Leyden, ornamented 
with curious carvings, still exists in 
the market-place. 


John of Leyden, properly John 
Bockelson or Bockhold, was born at 
Leyden in 1510. He was the son of a 
bailiff in the Hague, and of a jour- 
neyman tailor, and then settled in 
Leyden, but was fonder of amuse- 
ments than his trade. He possessed 
some poetic genius, and was noted for 
his abilities as an actor. Adopting 
the opinions of the Anabaptists, he 
became one of their wandering 
prophets. 


In 1538, Bockhold came to Munster 
and was the chief supporter of Mat- 
thys or Matthiesen. When the latter 
lost his life in 1534, Bockhold became 
his successor. He set aside the an- 
cient charter of the city, and set up 
in Munster “the kingdom of Zion,” 
appointed judges, and applied in an 
extravagant manner the principles of 
the Old Testament theocracy. He 
himself became king of Zion and 
struck coins, some of which still exist. 
There is the broad crown of 1534 
bearing the legend: “Jan. V. An. Ley- 
den. Konick. De. Weder. Doper. To. 
Munster” in an outer circle, while 
the inner line reads: “Zyn: Ouder 
Dom XXV. lar.” It bears a large 
bust of John of Leyden. On the 
reverse is the legend: “R. Im. Iaer. 
MCCCCCXXXIV.. Op. Den. Erst: 
Dagh. Marcy. Is. De. Stat. Mvnster: 
In. Westfa. Belegert. En. Dor Gods. 
Holp. Op. Den. XXIV. Dagh. Monat. 
Ivny. Im. Laer. XXXV. Er. Overt. 
Wor. Den.” There is also an Ana- 
baptist double crown of 1534, that 
evidently circulated about the same 
period. The legends and inscription 
in low Dutch read: “He who is not 
born of water and spirit cannot enter 
the Kingdom of God. The Word is 
become flesh and dwells amongst us. 
One Lord, one vow, one baptism. On 
the center tablet is “Tho Munster.” 
Thomas Munster was one of the lead- 
ers of the Anabaptists.

conduct of John of Leyden, and the 
extraordinary influence which he ex- 
ercised, without the supposition of 
real fanatiscism; but sensuality, van- 
ity, and bloodthirstiness were inti- 
mately combined with it. He intro- 
duced polygamy, and displayed great 
love of kingly pomp. It was in June, 
1535, Munster was taken by its bish- 
op. John and his chief accomplices 
were executed on January 26, 1536. 
It is said that he attempted to save 
his life by confession and submission 
and therefore lost all claim to martyr- 
dom. He can only be classed as one 
of the great adventurers that trail 
across the pages of history like a 
meteor and burn out before they do 
much damage. 


Knipperdolling had accepted Luther- 
anism at an early date and Francis 
of Waldeck, the Bishop of Munster, 
was willing to recognize the new type 
of Christianity if the aii A of the 
see was made hereditary in his fam- 
ily. A young priest named Rottmann 
preached the new religion for a time 
but soon accepted the heresy opposing 
the baptism of infants. Luther wrote 
to him remonstrating, but in vain. 
The bishop was forced to give the 
Protestants certain church property 
and the news of the establishment of 
a Protestant haven at Munster drew 
religious refugees from all parts of 
Germany and the Low Countries. 
Among these was John of Leyden. 
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On the evening of January 28, 1534, 
the Anabaptists stretched chains 
across the streets, assembled in armed 
bands, closed the gates and placed 
sentinels in all directions. 


When day dawned there appeared 
suddenly two men dressed like proph- 
ets, with long, ragged beards and 
flowing mantles, staff in hand, who 
paced through the streets solemnly 
in the midst of the crowd, who bowed 
before them and saluted them as 
‘Enoch and Elias. They were John of 
Leyden and Matthiesen. Knipper- 
dolling at once associated himself 
with the prophets. Men and women 
ran about the streets screaming and 
leaping, and crying out that they saw 
visions of angels with swords drawn 
urging them on to the extermination 
of Lutherans and Catholics alike. 
Knipperdolling prevented a massacre 
when he persuaded the rabble not to 
kill, but expel those who refused to 
be re-baptized. 


Matthiesen said it was revealed to 
him that every book in the town but 
the Bible was to be destroyed; ac- 
cordingly all the archives and libra- 
ries were collected in the market- 
place and burnt. Meanwhile the bish- 
op again besieged the city. Then 
Matthiesen received another mandate 
from heaven and all the church spires 
were pulled down. Then he got the 
wrong kind of an inspiration, he was 
to charge the enemy and drive them 
from the vicinity. He was cut down 
with his bodyguard outside the walls. 
Then, as related above, John of Ley- 
den, tailor and actor, became the king.

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He declared that it was revealed to 
him that Matthiesen had been killed 
because he had disobeyed the heavenly 
command, which was to go forth with 
few. Instead he had gone with many. 
John also said he had been ordered in 
a vision to take over the dead proph- 
et’s widow and assume his place. 
Then he introduced his system of 
communsim and pooled all the wealth 
and made the people take their meals 
in common. This' was followed by 
polygamy and John annexed sixteen 
wives. This was going too far and 
some of the saner folk plotted rebel- 


lion. The plot was discovered and 
Knipperdolling was appointed execu- 
tioner, 25 were shot and 66 were be- 
headed, However, another plot was 
hatched and the beseiging army was 
let into the city. John of Leyden and 
his dukes and apostles were executed. 
Thus ended this hideous drama, which 
produced an indescribable effect 
throughout Germany. Munster, after 
this, in spite of the desire of the 
prince-bishop to establish Lutheran- 
ism, reverted to Catholicism, and re- 
mains Catholic to this day. 





THE COINS OF MONACO 


By RAYMOND J. WALKER 


Monaco is a small principality bor- 
dering on France and Italy and the 
Mediterranean Sea, a few miles north- 
east of the city of Nice. From the 
10th to the 18th century the prin- 
cipality was held by the Genoese fam- 
ily of Grimaldi. In 1815, it was ceded 
to Sardina, which, however, recog- 
nized its independence, but reserved 
to itself the right of placing garrisons 
in the country. At this period Mona- 
co consisted of three communes—Mo- 
naco, Mentone, and Roccabruna, with 
an era of 52 square miles. In 1848, 
Mentone and Roccabruna were an- 
nexed to Sardinia, in spite of a pro- 
test by his “Serene Highness,” Carlo 
Honorio, then prince of Monaco. The 
Itglian War of 1859 placed the whole 
territory for a brief period under 
Victor Emmauel; but Carlo Honorio 
having sold Mentone and Roccabruna 
to Napoleon III., Emperor of France, 
on February 2, 1861, for the sum of 
4,000,000 francs, Sardinia renounced 
her hold upon them. Monaco is now 
limited to the city of Monaco, and 
that of Monte Carlo, or about six 
square miles. 

Among the coins of this principal- 
ity to be seen in large collections are 
the “doppia d’oro” or double ducats 
of Honore II. This prince was Gri- 
maldi who ruled under the protection 
of France from 1641 to 1662. These 
double ducats are of gold with a bust 
of the prince facing right, or right 
bust as the numismatists term it, and 
bear the legend “Honoratvs. II. D. G. 
Princeps. Monoeci.” On the reverse 
is a cross formed of four crowned 
“H’s,” lis in angles, and the legend: 
“Deo. Ivvante et Protegente 1649.” 
(God helping and protecting). This 
prince also issued silver “scudos” 
dated 1653, with a fine right bust and 
the legend: “Hono: II. D. G. Prins 
Monoeci,” on the obverse, with arms 
crowned on the reverse with the leg- 
end: “Dvx Valent Par .Franciae. 
& C.” 

Louis I., Grimaldi, - 1662-1701, is 
represented numismatically by _his 
eight scudo pieces, dated 1665, which 
have fine left busts, and the legend 
“LVD. I. D. G.. Prin. Monoec &.” on 
the obverse, while on the reverse are 
the arms of Monaco. 

Honore III., 1733-1795, issued “pez- 
zetta,” in base silver. One of his 
coins, dated 1735, has a right bust on 
the obverse with the legend: “Hon- 
oratvs. III. D. G. Pr. Monoeci.” On 
the reverse is the crowned “H’s” 
crosslet. 


Honore V., 1819-1841, issued silver 
coins in the value of five francs. 
These are by Borrel. The obverse of 
one dated 1837 bears a right head and 
the legend: “Honore V Prince de Mo- 
naco.” On the reverse are the arms 
guarded by two monks and the leg- 
end “5 Francs 1837,’ while on the 
edge is “Deo Juvante” (God helping). 
He also issued one and two franc 
pieces similar to the piece described 
above except that the heads are left 
and by Rogat. There are also copper 
coins of this prince, 5 centimes of 
1837 and decimes of 1838 by Borrel 
and 5 centimes of 1838 by Rogat. 

Charles III., 1856-1891, issued coins 
of 100 francs in gold. The head is 
right and ‘the work of Ponscarme. 
The obverse legend reads: “Charles

About the year 1783, he went 
on an expedition against the enemies 
of his nation, the Osages, one of 
‘whom he killed and scalped, and for 
this dead Indian bravery he was per- 
mitted to join in the scalp dance.

xpedition against the Osages, to 






Wavenge the murder of some women 


and children belonging to his own 
tribe. Meeting an equal number of 
Osage warriors, a fierce battle ensu- 
ed, in which the latter tribe lost one- 
half their number. The Sacs lost 
only about nineteen warriors. He 
next attacked the Cherokees for a 
similar cause. In a _ severe battle 
with them, near the present City of 
St. Louis, his father was slain, and 
Black Hawk, taking possession of the 
“Medicine Bag,” at once announced 
himself chief of the Sac nation. He 
had now conquered the Cherokees, 
and about the year 1800, at the head 
of five hundred Sacs and Foxes, and 
a hundred Iowas, he waged war 
against the Osage nation and subdued

An Historic Site 


The Indian town of Patawomeke, 
was the scene of the kidnapping of 
Pocahontas by the English in 1612. 

This site is on the Virginia bank 
of the Potomac River in Stafford 
County, about 10 miles from the 
present county seat and near the site 
of the colonial town of Marlborough, 
few traces of which remain. The Indi- 
an site has been identified from a map 
made by Capt. John Smith, who first 
visited the settlement in 1608. 

Capt. Smith described the place as 
containing from 160 to 200 able- 
bodied men. This means that it must 
have had a population of about 1,000. 
It was one of the towns that paid 
tribute to Powhatan, who at the time 
of the English settlement at James- 
town was building up in Virginia 
something roughly approximating a 
“kingdom.” 

The site of Patawomeke, on a neck 
of land between Aquia and Potomac 
Creeks, has long been known to ar- 
chaeologists as the site of a large In- 
dian settlement. A comparison with 
Smith’s map now leaves no doubt of 
its identity. 

Patawomeke presumably ran true 
to the pattern of Virginia Indian 
towns, consisting of flimsily con- 
structed huts covered with bark and 
surrounded by a stockade. The build- 
ings themselves long since have dis- 
appeared. Archaeologists have been 
able to establish their positions by 
the imprints of the post holes. 

Pocahontas was hidden away at 
Patawomeke by her father, but was 
betrayed to the English by an Indian 
traitor, taken prisoner, and carried to 
Jamestown.

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THE HOUSE DIVIDED—1947 


By MORRIS H. BRIGGS 


On June 16, 1858, Lincoln spoke as 
follows at Springfield, Illinois: 

“A house divided against itself 
cannot stand.” I believe that this 
government cannot endure per- 
manently half slave and half 
free. I do not expect the Union 
to be dissolved—I do not expect 
the house to fall—but I expect it 
will cease to be divided. 

Conditions today are such that we 
can confidently state that this gov- 
ernment cannot endure permanently 
half communist and half fascist. 
Both the right and the left must 
move toward the center. The same 
truth applies to other governments 
or to any world government. To 
achieve unity at home and abroad we 
must go back to the basic principles 
of Abraham Lincoln. 

For almost thirty years I have 
studied and distributed printed mat-

We need now 
to refine all this ore and select the 
pure gold of Lincoln’s own words.

These volumes contain 99% of 
Lincoln’s important writings and 
should be brought to the attention, 
not only of our own citizens but to 
those of every nation in every part 
of the world. 


This is not being done. Forty years 
ago many individuals of wealth, 
notably Daniel Fish, Charles W. Mc- 
Lellan, Judd Stewart and Major Wil- 
liam H. Lambert were actively en- 
gaged, not only in collecting Lincoln- 
iana but in spreading his teachings. 
Today we find interest in Lincoln at 
a low ebb and millionaires and foun- 
dations devoting their money to Rus- 
sian ballet, psycho-analysis, abstract 
painting and sculpture and other un- 
important fads. It is notorious in the 
art field that the demand for por- 


, traits of Lincoln is almost nil. One 


of the wealthiest individuals in the 
United States who had formerly giv- 
en large funds to a University for the 
purchase of Lincolniana cut off these 
donations several years ago. In fact 
we are now in the position of a poker 
player who deliberately throws away 


the ace from a royal flush. 


Even Karl Marx had a better ap- 
preciation of Lincoln than most of us. 
In May 18, 1865 he wrote the Ad- 
dress of the International Working- 
men’s Association to President John- 
son from which I quote: 


“One of the rare men who suc- 
ceed in becoming great, without 
ceasing to be good: Such, indeed, 
was the modesty of this great 
and good man, that the world 
only discovered him a hero after 
he had fallen a martyr.” 








What are we doing now to bring 
the writings of Lincoln to the atten- 
tion of a disturbed and divided 


world? February 12, 1948, Arthur 
Upham Pope, a profound student of 
oriental culture, said in the Fourth 
Annual Lincoln Lecture at Cooper 
Union, New York: 

“It is Lincoln impel who can 
serve as one of the best links be- 
tween America and Asia, for he 
has been understood, honored 
and loved in many parts of Asia 
and all the Asiatic nations would 
recognize in him a hero and saint 
and claim him spiritually as 
their own.’ 

The same applies to Europe and in- 
deed to the warring and discordant 
elements in our own country. 

It is only necessary to dip into 
Lincoln’s own letters and speeches 
to discover hundreds of paragraphs 
as valuable today as in 1859 or 1864: 

From his speech at Columbus, 
Ohio, September 16, 1859: 

“T believe that there is a gen- 
uine popular sovereignty. I 
think a definition of genuine 
popular sovereignty in the ab- 
stract would be about this: That 
each man shall do precisely as he 
pleases about himself and with 
all these things which exclusive- 
ly concern him. Applied to gov- 
ernment, this principle would be, 
that a general government shall

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do all those things which per- 
tain to it, and all the local gov- 
ernments shall do precisely as 
they please in respect to those 
matters which exclusively con- 
cern them.” 

Another quotation from the same 
speech: 

“__ This slavery element is a 
durable element of discord 
among us, and that we shall 
probably not have perfect peace 
in this country with it until it 
either masters the free principle 
in our government, or is so far 
mastered by the free principle as 
for the public mind to rest in the 
belief that it is going to its end.” 

Substituting “communist” for 
“slavery” in the quotation given 
above we have a perfect picture of 
conditions today, in our country and 
elsewhere. Let us go to Lincoln’s 
own works, dig out his teachings and 
apply them. 

The need of doing this is great. 
There is little concern at present for 
the middle man who is being ground 
between the right and the left. Milk 
is a necessary food, especially for 
children. At present in Chicago the 
price is being held up by a policy 
ironically termed our system of free 
enterprise and a two cent per quart 
saving obtained by lugging milk from 
stores threatened by labor because 
this might imperil the jobs of home: 
deliverymen. If there is any concern 
for furnishing milk for children at a 
fair price by either the right or the 
left I fail to discover it. 

Let us return to democracy and its 
principal advocate, Abraham Lincoln. 
By studying his writings, making 
them available in all parts of the 
world, in every language we can 
make the “house divided” a house 
united and our Union a _permanent 
one, “mastered by the free principle.”

Willa Cather 

Willa Cather’s death will be la- 
mented by all book lovers and par- 
ticularly by those who were collecting 
her editions. As an example of the 
reverence with which she was held 
we quote Fanny Butcher’s in her 
stimulating column in the Chicago 
Tribune. 

“The death of Willa Cather not 
only closed the career of one of Amer- 
ica’s greatest literary geniuses, but, 
in a sense, marked the end of one of 
the rarest enchantments in literary 
history. Of all of the writers I have 
known, Willa Cather was most truly 
fulfilled in and by her writing. 

“Her place in American literary his- 
tory was made when she was a com- 
paratively young. ... After ‘My An- 
tonia’ was published in 1918 there 
were no reservations in the minds of 
either readers or critics that a bril- 
liantly creative writer had appeared 
in the literary heavens, a bright, cool, 
effulgent planet. ... Her brilliance 
never dimmed. Even the novel which 
ironically won for her the Pulitzer 
prize, ‘One of Ours,’ altho it was the 
least excellent of her work, was done 
with irreproachable beauty of style 
even if its material lacked the some- 
times terrifying reality of the under 


and overtones of some of her other 
books. . . . ‘My Mortal Enemy,’ for 
instance, which to many of us was 
one of the subtlest of all monografs 
on marriage, or ‘A Lost Lady’ which 
was ‘not only a brilliant brief por- 
trait of a person but of a period as 
well, inferred rather than underlined. 
When Sinclair Lewis was awarded 
the Nobel prize in literature he is 
said to have declared that Willa 
Cather should have received that hon- 
or in his stead, and there were many 
who agreed with him. 

“Willa Cather was a critic’s dream 
of a writer, as well as one who won 
the infinite respect of her fellow writ- 
ers, for she never took the easy liter- 
ary golden path of duplicating a suc- 
cess by another book just like the 
successful one. . . . She never was 
satisfied with one pattern of either

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FLEET IN MINIATURE 


By J. E. SPIRO

This is not a real task force but 
part of a collection of 400 ships made 
by Duane Yorke, a six-foot, red haired 
boy of 15, who lives on Long Island. 
Duane has the fascinating hobby of 
making miniature warships mostly 
from photographs of the originals. 


His hobby began three years ago 
when he walked into a model store to 
get a foreign ship model kit. He was 
told by the proprietor that there was 
not one foreign kit in the store. He 
then walked into another and another 
to obtain what he wanted, but met 
with the same luck. Finally, he real- 
ized that you just couldn’t get them, 
so he conceived the idea to build them 
without kits. First he bought a hunk 
of balsa wood, about 19 inches long, 2 
inches wide, and one-fourth inch thick. 
Next, he borrowed from his local libr- 
ary, a copy of a book on fighting 
ships, which has very’ excellent 
plans. He also bought a pair of 
pliers an X-acto knife, (which can be 
purchased from any model store), 
glue, and paint. Now he was all set. 


For his hull, cabins, gun turrets, 
smoke stacks, etc., he uses balsa wood. 
He cuts down pins to the correct 
length for uses as masts and guns. He 
also cuts cardboard to the correct size 
to use for the flight deck of his air- 
craft carriers. When the ship is all 
glued together, he paints it over one 
complete grey color. The finished 
ships have as much details as can pos- 
sibly be squeezed into eight or six, or 
even less inches, and they closely re- 
semble the originals. 

It takes Duane about 12 hours to 
build an eight-incher while he can 
construct in the same time, 14 three- 
inch ships. This, of course, is also 
due to the great amount of practice 
in building he has had. The reason 
he can build so many three-inchers, is 
because he works mass production on 
them. 

The average cost of each ship in- 
cluding paint, wood and glue is one- 
half-cent. Therefore, his whole col- 
lection has cost only a few dol- 
lars, not including tools. This, as you 
can see, is a rather inexpensive hobby. 


While Duane was building some of 
his boats from plans borrowed from 
the library he was also making an ex- 
tensive study of ships, observing their 
armaments and general superstruc- 
ture. Most of this information came 
from books he has again borrowed 
from the library or purchased from

- certain ships are designed, 


book stores. Through his knowledge, 
he is able to reproduce a miniature 
model of an actual ship from a photo- 
graph. This is indeed very hard to 
do. What might appear to us to be 
a cabin, he can quickly recognize as 
a gun turret. Making ships from 
photographs is also difficult because 
their super structure is constantly 
changing. For instance, where an 


aeroplane catapult might be in a 


photograph of 1939, a cabin could be 
in its place today. The only way to 
succeed correctly is to be kept posted, 
which Duane is doing. 


As I said, altogether in his navy 
so far, are some 400 ships, which took 
him about three years to build. The 
largest is eight inches and the aver- 
age, six inches, all being waterlined. 
Everything below the waterline is cut 
+i His scale of one inch equals 100 

eet. 


He has destroyers, cruisers, car- 
riers, battleships and battle cruisers, 
general fleet auxiliary, and landing 
equipment coming from such coun- 
tries as the United States, Great Brit- 
ain, France, Germany, Finland, Italy 
and many more. Most of his ships 
come from Great Britain and then Ja- 
pan. By mixing the boats of the dif- 
ferent countries, he can put together 
30 task forces. 


He also has in his collection, such 
famous ships as the German battle 
cruiser — Von Terpitz, the British 
cruiser — Exeter and the American 
ships— Missouri, Enterprise and 
Saratoga. 


In October, Duane was anxi- 
ous to build the U. S. S. Monterey, 
a 10,000 ton carrier, but the only 
three photographs of the ship he 
could secure didn’t show enough de- 
tail and were useless to him. But 
still he wasn’t stopped. He went on 
board the ship and took notes in the 
gun positions and super structures 
which he observed. Out of these, was 
constructed a little six-inch duplicate 
of the actual ship. 

Sometimes he doesn’t like the way 
so he 
builds them to satisfy his own wants. 
On one battleship, he added twice as 
many guns and made a few other 
alterations. He also changed around 
another aircraft carrier. He hopes 
to some day build a small fleet of his 
“Own Ships.” 

I think you may be interested in 
knowing how we photographed this 
picture. First we set the boat on a 
grey colored board. Then Duane made 
the waves coming from the sides of 
the ships from salt and he spread 
them the way they are with a brush. 
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While he was doing this, I slippea a 
portrait attachment in my single lense 
folding camera. [ then placed the 
camera 34 inches away from the cen- 
ter of the ship and set it at eight 
feet, because on the scale of feet, that 
came with the portrait attachment, it 
said 34 inches was equal to eight feet 
when the attachment was on. I placed 
a 150 watt bulb eight feet away from 
the board and then exposed the film 
for three minutes and thirty seconds 
at top opening F-32. We used no 
reflector with this bulb.

At 
the same time, Mr. Stover has 
shrewdly made use of the desire of 
food manufacturers for additional ad- 
vertising, with the result that they 
have willingly supplied him with 
about 50,000 miniature food labels 
with which doll house enthusiasts 
may stock their tiny cupboards. 


“The miniature labels for the pack- 
ages not only lend realism to the doll 
house kitchens but also are in con- 
siderable demand by collectors. The 
Grandmother Stover’s line is expect- 
ed to distribute more than 1,000,000 
miniatures during 1947.”

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Pyrotechnics for War and Peace 


By LARRY FREEMAN 


Celebratiou of the Fourth of July 
is a grand old American custom. 
And the making of fireworks for suc- 
cessive younger generations is a 
grand old American business. 

One of the most venerable of these 
concerns is known as Michael Backus 
and Sons of Wallingford, Conn. The 
business began in the 1860’s in New 
Jersey and was transferred to the 
Connecticut location in 1870. The 
fireworks signal devices used in the 
Civil War were now adapted to peace- 
time celebrations, among them the 
“Star Brand” percussion caps, used 
in certain early celebration cannon 
and for sidewalk noise-making. 

For many years the operation was 
entirely manual. Small mounds of 
chemicals (chlorate of potassium, 
antimony, gum and_ phosphorus) 
were piled on sheets of heavy paper. 
Over these tissue paper was pasted 
and the caps cut out by hand. For 
many years only single caps were 
made, all round in shape. Only in re- 
latively recent years have the square 
types and repeater strips been made 
for cap pistols. 

Although the single type cap laid 
the foundation for this industry, by 
1890 it had branched to produce the 
toy torpedo (a cap placed in a small 
sack of gravel), torches, fountains, 
pin wheels, and other novelty com- 
mercial fireworks. A new plant was 
built to accommodate the expanding 
business, and special machinery was 
designed and patented for production 
on an assembly putting line basis.

OF MIGRATION 


In spite of all the advances made 
by science during the past century, 
there are still plenty of mysteries 
for us to puzzle over. Man thinks he 
is wise because he has discovered the 
reason back of many things, and yet 
that reason often proves to be only 
a partial explanation. As our horizon 
expands, new mysteries come into 
sight and it is evident that investiga- 
tors will have plenty to keep them 
busy for many years to come. 


The migration of birds has been 
observed since most ancient times, 
and many attempts have been made 
to explain it. These have never been 
at all satisfactory and we seem just 
as far from the truth today as were 
the observers back in the Middle 
Ages. In fact their simple ‘belief that 
God taught the birds the course to 
follow may have approached the truth 
closer than some of the more elabo- 
rate modern theories.

agents rests primarily on the fact 
that they are entirely devoid of any 
migratory instinct.” (Science, Aug. 
24, 1945). It has been demonstrated 
that pigeons find their way home by 
means of landmarks and some have 
believed that migrating birds do the 
same. It has been assumed that 
young birds learn the way by going 
with their elders. This explanation 
is shown to be inadequate by the fact 
that the American cowbirds and the 
European cuckoos (both parasitic 
birds) migrate the first season with- 
out parental guidance. Also certain 
penguins not only migrate from the 
Antarctic to South America and back 
but travel the entire distance by 
swimming through an ocean devoid 
of landmarks and so shrouded with 
fog and cloud that we can not even 
assume that these birds are good 
enough astronomers to navigate by 
the sun by day and the Southern 
Cross by night. 

The above are only two of many 
illustrations that could be used to 
show that migrating birds possess 
some instinct that has not yet been 
explained, and now we note that ina 
recent experiment by Rowan young 
crows were released in Alberta afte: 
the last crow had departed in the fall. 
Parental guidance was impossible 
and yet these young birds started

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VITTORIA COLONNA 
BY EDITH D. SOMNER 
In Demorest’s Monthly Magazine, 1873. 


The name of Vittoria Colonna has 
been rendered immortal through her 
friendship with the world-renowned 
sculptor, Michael Angelo. But there 
are so many touching incidents in her 
history, and so much that is- noble 
and beautiful in her personal charac- 
ter, that a thoughful mind feels that 
she would have been famous, even if 


Michael Angelo had not admired and, 


loved her. Among the hills that en- 
viron the beautiful Lake of Albano, 
lies the lovely town of Marino, in 
Italy, and it was in this town in the 
castle of Gondolfo, that our heroine 
was born. The family from which 
she sprung was a princely one, and 
owned many rich possessions near the 
Roman Campagna. As was the cus- 
tom with maidens of rank, the little 
Vittoria, at the tender age of four, 
was betrothed to a child of the same 
years, Ferdinand D’Avalos, the Mar- 
quis of Pescara; and the play-mates 
became so truly attached to each 
other, that when they grew up, al- 
though offers were made to Vittoria 
among the nobility of Italy, she re- 
mained true to her betrothed. The 
two children were early placed to- 
gether under the care of Ferdinand’s 
sister, the Duchess of Srancavilla. 
Consequently, Vittoria’s home was 
removed to Ischia, an island at the 
northern entrance of the Bay of 
Naples, and which really forms part 
of the Province of Naples. And here, 
in 1509, when she was nineteen years 
of age, her marriage took place. A 
martial spirit burned in the soul of 
her husband, and after two years of 
uneventful life, he began a career of 
arms, and joined the Italian army 
against the French, where he was 
wounded, and taken to Milan a pris- 
oner. It was while he was in this 
exile’ from Vittoria that she began 
her literary works, which gave her a 
name, in a poem addressed to her 
husband. After a few months, Vit- 
toria was cheered by his return. He 
again left, however, fdr military 
duties and became distinguished both 
for bravery and cruelty. 


Now, the Duchess of Francavilla, 
with whom Vittoria continued to re- 
side, held coteries of celebrated per- 
sonages in the intellectual world, and 
among those who frequented them, 
was the father of Torquato Tasso, 
the author of “Jerusalem Delivered.” 
Vittoria had no children of her own, 
but took in lieu of them a cousin of 
her husband, as an adopted son. Al- 
phonso, for this was his name, was so 
passionate and undisciplined a child, 


that every one concluded she could do 
nothing with him. And it was cer- 
tainly a great tribute to her tact, 
that out of such unlikely materials 
she should have formed him into an 
honorable man, and one who ever 
repayed her by his devotion to her. 
Perhaps the reader would like to 
form some idea of the personal ap- 
pearance of Vittoria and her hus- 
band. History describes her as very 
beautiful, with thick golden hair, a 
fine brow, and thoughtful eyes; and 
speaks of Pescara as having auburn 
hair, and eyes full of fire, and a state- 
ly bearing. 

She had her full cup of sorrow, for 
her husband was unable to be with 
her, except at rare intervals, and 
when she was only thirty, she lost 
both her parents. 
mPescara, her husband, notwith- 
standing a remonstrance from Vit- 
toria, consented to a scheme for be- 
traying his imperial master, and 
though it resulted in advancing him 
in rank, it blackened his reputation, 
and about a year after, he died. Thus 
was Vittoria left quite alone. She 
had travelled with all speed on re- 
ceiving a dispatch from her dying 
lord at Milan, but she arrived too 
late. Although she had been very 
little with Pescara, his death was a 
great blow to her, and she at once 
took refuge in the convent of San Sil- 
vestro, though promising never to 
take the veil, and when she issued 
from it, it was to return to the home 
where she had played with Pescara in 
childhood, and from which she had 
been married. She occupied much of 
her. time in ‘writing memorial sonnets 
to her husband, although after a time 
she was persuaded to leave her re- 
treat and make a tour through Italy. 

She died at the age of fifty-seven, 
and Michael Angelo, her faithful 
friend, attended her in her last hours.

In Demorest’s Monthly Magazine, 1875 


A popular French writer relates 
the following ancedote about a dish 
of strawberries: 

“There is much to be said in favor 
of hot-house fruits and vegetables; 
they are very advantageous for those 
who make money by cultivating them, 
and I know one poor fellow, in par- 
ticular, who was indebted to them for 
a possession far more precious. The 
poor fellow in question was worth 
some two or three millions of francs; 
nevertheless the epithet poor could 
not be more appropriately applied to 
any man living, for he was not master 
of his own person, being a Russian 
serf. 

“This man had obtained from his 
lord and master, one Count Somailoff, 
permission to reside at Moscow, on 
payment of the obrosk, a seignorial 
fine representing the value of a serf’s 
yearly labor on his lord’s estate. He 
had rapidly amassed an immense for- 
tune in the leather trade; but when 
he wanted to crown the edifice by ob- 
taining his own affranchisement, the 
count had refused his application with 
an obstinacy which the most lavish 
offers of money on the part of the 
leather dealer could not overcome. 
One day, when returning from Odes- 
sa, our merchant was passing 
through the neighborhood of his mas- 
ter’s country mansion, and he re- 
solved to make one more attempt to 
purchase his liberty. He did so, and 
offered three hundred thousand rou- 
bles (about a million of francs) in

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THE STONES OF SINAI 


By THEODORE RHINEAR 


Sinai, the sacred mountain on which 
Moses received the tables of the Ten 
Commandments, is an_ individual 
peak in a vast rocky mass that al- 
most fills the peninsula of Sinai. This 
stern, treeless peninsula is situated 
on the northwest of Arabia, between 
the gulfs of Suez and Akaba, and 
shut in on the north by the desert. 
In this mountain mass there are 
three separate mountains clearly dis- 
tinguishable—Mount Serbal (6750 
feet); Jebel Katherin or Mount St. 
Catherine (8540 feet), which lies 
southeast of Serbal; and Unim Shom- 
er (some 8000 feet). Jebel Kather- 
in has two well-marked peaks, a 
northern one called Horeb and a 
southern called Jebel Musa (Moun- 
tain of Moses)—the latter pointea 
out by tradition as the scene of the 
Hebrew law giving. At its foot, in a 
ravine, stands the fortress like mon- 
astary of St. Catherine, which was 
founded about 527 by the Emperor 
Justinian.

The peninsula of Sinai exhibits a 
considerable diversity of geological 
structures, differing in their ingre- 
dients from the ridges in other parts 
of Arabia. On approaching the cen- 
tral summits of the Sinai group, the 
traveller encounters abrupt cliffs of 
granite from 600 to 800 feet in 
height, whose surface is blackened 
by the sun. These precipices enclose 
the Holy Mountain on three 
sides, leaving for a passage a nar- 
row defile about forty feet in breadth. 
The upper nucleus, including the rugs 
ged peaks of Jebel Katherin, is com- 
posed almost entirely of granite. 
Among the lower ridges porphyry 
and greenstone begin to appear. In 
many places the latter takes the na- 
ture of slate. The layers of the form- 
er are sometimes very striking, run- 
ning perpendicularfy from. the top to 
the base of the mountain in strata of 
about twelve feet in width, and pro- 
jecting slightly from the other rocks. 
Burchardt says that the porphyry of 
Sinai is usually a red indurated argil- 
laceous substance. Some specimens 
have the appearance of red felspar. 
In the argil are imbedded small 
crystals of hornblende or of mica, 
and thin pieces of quartz, the color 
of which is universally red. The 


granite is gray and is of the small-. 


grained species, of which the Towara 
tribes manufacture hand-mills, which 
they barter to the northern Arabs. 
The interviewing valleys are inter- 
spersed with blocks of chalk-rock; 
on each side, beds of red or white 
sandstone present their smooth per- 
pendicular surface. 


Travelers have noticed that on the 
route between Cairo and Suez there 
are an infinite number of flints and 
pebbles all of which are superior to 
Florentine marble, and frequently 


.equal to the Mocha stone in the var- 


iety of their figures and represen- 
tations, having the images of little 
trees, shrubs, or plants impressed 


‘upon them, and for that reason they 


have been named dendrite stones. 
The porphyry of Sinai and Jebel 
Katherin is distinguished by the 
same remarkable appearance,—a cir- 
cumstance which induced some of the 
earlier naturalists to call it “marmor 
embuscatum”, or bushy marble. 


It was this singular feature that 
led Buxtorf to derive the name of 
Sinai from the bushes (the tamarisks 
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and acacias) figured in the rocks; 
although it seems more natural that 
the appellation should have originat- 
ed from the shrubs themselves as 
they are known to abound in these 
deserts. Shaw noticed some branch- 
es of this fossil tamarisk that were 
nearly half an inch in diameter; the 
constituent matter appeared rather 
of a mineral substance, not unlike 
the powder of lead-ore, which crumb- 
led into dust when touched or rubbed 
with the fingers. The porphyry, he 
says, is sometimes of so small and 
compact a grain that the contexture 
is not inferior to the ophites or ser- 
pentine marble; and he thought it 
probable, that out of this rock were 
hewn the two tables of the law on 
which the Ten Commandments were 
written by the finger of God.

The shell or a limpet is simply a 
little bowl, but it is most useful as 
he is able to clamp it down to the 
rocks with such force that it is impos- 
sible to remove it unless he is caught 
unawares. As he is alert to possible 
danger, it is probably not often that 
any sea bird or crab is able to have 
limpet for dinner. 

Limpets are slow moving creatures 
and some kinds at least pick out a 
special spot for a home and always 
return to it when they are through 
feeding. Their food consists of small 
algae which they grasp off the rocks 
with the many small teeth with which 
they have been provided. In some 
countries they are gathered for food 
and they are also popular as bait. 

Every shell collection should con- 
tain at least a few limpets. We have 
the common plate limpet in which the 
shell is rather flattened; the white 
limpet which is rarely seen alive and 
whose shells are used for ear-rings; 
the rough limpet which lives high up 
on the rocks; the mask limpet which 
also lives where the rocks are rarely 
covered with water; the owl limpet 
which often shows the outline of an 
owl on the inside of the shell, and the 
rough key-hole limpet which is really 
a striking specimen.

LESLIE Coat-of-Arms 
By MABEL LOUISE KEECH

He beareth for Arms: Argent on a 


bend azure 3 buckles or. Crest—A 
demi-griffin proper. Motto—Grip fast. 

The above description of the Leslie 
Armorial Bearing is found, with dif- 
ferences, in Burke’s General Armory, 
and confirmed in Fairbairn’s Book of 
Crests. ‘With differences,’ because 
there are nearly 30 recorded by Burke 
and they all have one or more buckles, 
and Warly all the “bend”; nearly all 
the griffin; and nearly all this motto. 
There are additions such as a border, 
holly leaves, crescents, acorns, etc. 
Some have a fesse or horizontal band 
instead of the bend; some have the 
bend embattled. These all show va- 
rious branch of the same ancient 
family. 


Other mottoes are Keep fast; Hold 
fast; the Latin, Firma durant; Stat 
promissa fides; Crescat Deo promo- 
tore; Conanime augeor; Soli Deo 
gloria; Deus providebit; Firma spe; 
Probitas et firmatas; Quae juncta 
_ Pro rege et, patria; God guide 
all. 


The families registering Arms in 
Burke’s are all Scottish except two, 
which are Irish—no English. 

The Coat-of-Arms translated into 
non-Heraldic terms: A silver (ar- 
gent) shield, across which is a blue 
(azure) diagonal band or “bend,” one- 
third the width of the shield, and 
extending from the upper right to the 
lower left of the shield. (Always 
read a shield as holding it as the 
knight holds it, with face away from 
you, which makes the right or “dex- 
ter” side of the shield at your left as 
you look at it.) On this bend are 
three gold (or) buckles. The crest is 
a demi-griffin of natural color, or 
“proper.” 

The bend is one of nine “Honour- 
able Ordinaries,” straight-sided fig- 
ures one-third the width of the shield, 
first symbols used to identify men en- 
cased in armour. It is a bearing of 
high honour, representing the_scarf 
or suspender holding the knight’s 
shield in place. It is granted to those 
who have distinguished themselves as 
commanders. 





Buckles are very ancient bearings, 
and are symbolical of victorious fidel- 
ity. They are various shapes, oval, 
round, square, and _ lozenge-shaped 
(diamond-shaped). 5 


We have told the story of the griffin 
many times before. He is a mythical 
beast. The tale goes that when the 
English were exploring in India, the 
natives warned them they must not 
molest their mines, nor take from 
the precious gems and minerals there 
—that if they should go near, a sav- 
age animal would overtake them—he 
was eight times the size of a lion, 
with head of a wolf, beak, wings and 
claws of an eagle, and body of a lion 
—they must beware! The English 
laughed at the idea, but decided this 
beast would make a fine symbol for 
Heraldry, as the “guardian of their 
treasure,” so they carved him on their 
banks, and later granted him to those 
who. were expert financiers, and gave 
of their talents to the service of the 
government. 


Colors represent the personal char- 
acteristics of the original bearer, and 
are granted only if he be worthy. 
Silver signifies sincerity and peace; 
blue, loyalty and truth; gold, gener- 
osity and elevation of mind. The color 
code in the picture: plain surface, 
silver; horizontal lines, blue; dots 
(hardly noticeable on the buckles), 
gold. The griffiin, of natural color, is 
only shaded. 


HERE IS THE STORY back of 
this interpretation. What you have 
just read is the usual from these in- 
terpretations, and it is ordinarily all 
to be found about a Coat-of-Arms. 
However, this time an exceedingly in- 
teresting exception comes to light. 

When William the Conqueror came 
to England, he was diplomatic enough 
to bestow upon the influential resi- 
dents, large landed estates, that he 
might keep in their graces. One of 
those he favored was Edgar Etheling, 
grandson of Edmond Ironside, son of 
Prince Edward surnamed “the Out- 
law” and his wife Agatha, daughter 
of Henry II of Germany. 


In 1067, a year after his Conquest, 
William I decided to re-visit Nor- 
mandy, to keep in touch with his old 
friends there who did not accompany 
him to his new regime. He asked 
Edgar to go with him, but Edgar 


“read William’s purpose, and thought 


it was better for him to flee. So he 
took his mother Agatha, and his sis- 
ters, Margaret and Christina in a 
boat, intending to return to Hungary, 
the land of their birth. Unfavorable 
winds, however, drove their boat into 
the Firth of Forth, off the coast of 
Scotland. They were welcomed by 
King Malcolm, who was living in his 
castle at Dumfermline. He was gen- 
erous and kind to them, and made it 
possible for them to establish their 
home there; and he afterward mar- 
ried Edgar’s sister Margaret, who

was called St. Margaret, because of 
her charitable deeds. 

Now—we leave Edgar! And—be- 
come acquainted with Bartholf or 
Bartholomew! the hero of this story. 
Quoting from “Historiéal Records of 
the Family of Leslie” written in Scot- 
land in 1869 by Col. Leslie: 


“Among the noblemen who accom- 
panied Princess Agatha from Ger- 
many, and who, sharing her unsettled 
fortunes, faithfully attended her and 
her children until their arrival in 
Scotland, was a Hungarian who was 
descended from an ancient and noble 
family of Hungary. He was a man 
of acute genius and strong mind, very 
valiant, and possessed of great bodily 
strength — qualities always valuable 
in a rude age.” This was Bartholf. 

While still in England, “Bartholf 
held office of Lord Chamberlain to 
the Queen, and had the honour, ac- 
cording to the primitive fashion of 
those times, of carrying the Queen on 
his own horse when she travelled. 
For ease, a pad behind the Chamber- 
lain was provided for the Queen, and, 
for safety, a belt buckled round her 
waist, supplied her with a stay in 
case of danger or uneasy motion. On 
one occasion when both thus mounted 
were crossing a river, the Queen near- 
ly feli from the horse. On this the 
Chamberlain in great anxiety, called 
out, ‘Grip fast,’ to which the Queen 
replied, ‘Gin the buckle bide.’ To ob- 
viate the danger of the buckle giving 
way in the future, two more buckles 
were added to the band. And, in com- 
memoration of the event, Bartolph 
got the above device for his family 
arms.” This “above device” was the 
“fesse,” or horizontal band, instead of 
the “Bend” as shown in this article, 
and there was no crest. 

This grant of the,Arms is only the 
first part of Bartolph’s story. 

Now read! Bartholomew, as he was 
more often called in Scotland, was in 
great favor with King Malcolm Can- 
more, and married his sister. Mal- 
colm, son of Malcolm, son of Bar- 
tholomew, was killed in the Crusades. 
They were always:an up and doing 
family. 

King Malcolm bestowed knighthood 
and large grants of land upon Bar- 
tholomew. These lands were in Fife, 
Aberdeenshire, Angus, and the 
Mearns... The King promised him 
“land a mile around any point in a

And this is the round-about story 
of the manner in which the surname 
LESLIE was derived—an Hungarian 
noble accompanies a German princess 
to England ,where she becomes Queen, 
remains faithful to her as she is 
“wind-blown” into Scotland, is 
knighted and granted lands by the 
Scottish King!! (Wonder how many 
Leslies know this tale??)

The ancient castle of Leslie was on 
the bank of the river Gaudy, on the 
northwest side of hill Bennachie. The 
Leslies returned so frequently to their 
“ancestral domain,” that they created 
@ song: 

“Thick sit the Leslies on Gaudy side, 

On Gaudy side, on Gaudy side, 

At the back of Bennachie.” 

A set of three volumes entitled 
“The Earls of Melville and the Les- 
lies, Earls of Leven,” by Sir William 
Fraser, tells of the marriage of 
George, 4th Lord and 1st Earl of 
Melville, and Lady Catherine Leslie. 
The Melvilles were of the House of 
Raith. The first of their family was 
a friend of Bartholomew, so this bit 
from their famliy records will be of 
interest. 

“The geneologie of the hovs of the 
Raith as far as is rememberit, hov- 
beit our surname cam out of Hungare 
as freyndis to Quene Margrat, King 
Maleum Canmoris vyf, quhilk vas in 
the yeir of God Im ane hunder and 
xxviii yeiris. At quhilk tyme thre 
brether of the Meluils (Melvilles) can 
in Scotland.” (!!!) 

The name is spelled both Lesley 
and Leslie in this country. Some 
families came before the Revolution, 
settling in Pennsylvania and Mary- 
land. A few men enlisted, but no of- 
ficers are found in the lists of these 
two states. 

Biographers write of Peter Lesley 
who changed his name to J. D., studied 
for the ministry, but finally’ became 
a geologist, specializing in oil and 
iron. Also, of Charles Robert and 
Eliza whose great grandfather Robert 
came to Cecil Co. Maryland about 
1745. He was painter and author, 
and she wrote poetry, recipe books, 
etc., winning a prize from the Godey’s 
Book. 

The older readers will remember 
about Frank Leslie, the magazine 
publisher—another who changed his 
first name—from Henry. Leslie’s 
Monthly, Chatterbox (O-my!-wasn’t 
that wonderful?), Lady’s Mazagine, 
Pleasant Hours and others, must have 
been continued after his death, to 
have been on our family table when 
I was a child. But I remember his 
“Historical Register of the U. S. Cen- 
tennial Exposition,” almost worn out 
when I was old enough to read it. 
Frank Leslie was born in Ipswich. 
England, but the others mentioned 
had come directly from Scotland. 

Those of you who have been read- 
ers of this column over the years will 
be expecting the biography of an out- 
standing patriot in this July issue. 
While you are disappointed in that 
feature this year, we remind you, 
there have always been patriots 
among the Leslies, and it is not al- 
ways those whose names are com- 
monly on the lips of our citizens who 
are the greatest patriots—many there 
are whose names will scarcely be 
known. To them we pay tribute. 

But let one of the Scottish authors 
sing the praises of the Leslies. Speak- 
ing of the marriage of Bartholomew 
and the sister of King Malcolm, in the 
11th century: “From this marriage 
have sprung the. many noble, knightly, 
and gentle houses of the illusratious 
name of Leslie!” 
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Correspondence 


Often letters come from readers 
who have a name in their family like 
the ones I have written about in this 
department, with interesting 
items concerning their connections. 
As I prepare copy two months at 
least before you see it, it is impossible 
to mention these letters soon after 
the article by that name has been 
printed; and sometimes other mate- 
rial has precedence, or space is con- 
sumed by the main article. However, 
I am always glad to have these let- 
ters, and will refer to them whenever 
possible, even if all their material can 
not be used. 

The Wilkinson article (Jan. 1947) 
brought several letters. The one that 
interested me most was from a tady 
92 years young! Her penmanship is 
better than mine, and her thoughts 
beautifully expressed. Her niece 
wrote me that her aunt loved to write 
letters, even to the President of the 
United States, so perhaps if you have 
this name (Wilkinson) in common, 
you would like to write her—I am 
sure you would have a reply. Mrs. 
Mary W. Everly, 418 Washington St., 
Quincy, Ill. (This is the Methodist 
Sunset Home.) 

Another correspondent sent me 
material of Wilkinsons, from Harpe- 
ley House and Ferryhill, including 
names of Lancelot, Leigh, Lathbury, 
Emerson, Conyers, Sir James Hen- 
derson, Kene, Manby, Holleston, 
Wentworth, Hedworth.

work, it can be said that no one in 
Cincinnati has done more toward mak- 
ing an industry into an industrial art 
than Mr. Pitman. 


The class of Messrs. Retig and Val- 
entine numbered sixty at the close of 
the spring term, and showed some en- 
couraging work. The pieces decorated 
by Mr. Retig are to be among those 
which have brought the highest prices 
in New York. 


No porcelain clay has been found in 
Ohio, and we have the authority of 
Professor Orton, State Geologist, for 
saying that we are not likely to find it. 
Professor Orton says: “We have in 
Ohio the main elements of a successful 
manufacture of porcelain and pottery, 
the fine varieties of porcelain clay be- 
ing expected. The two main elements 
are coarse clay and fuel. It is always 
counted an object to locate the manu- 
factories near these supplies. Tne 
finer material can be brought a long 
way, if need be, for the amount re- 
quired is very small in proportion to 
the pottery clay used in baking the 
porcelain, and the fuel.” 


But if not within the State, we have 
at our very door an abundant supply 
of fine china clay. 


Of this Indiana clay Professor E. 
T. Cox, State Geologist of Indiana, 
says; “The Indiana porcelain clay is 
the very best quality known to the 
world for the manufacture of fine 
porcelain. It is not, properly speak- 
ing, a kaolin, since the latter is de- 
rived from the decomposition of feld- 
spathic rocks, and the former is a 
precipitate from a water solution. It 
is a new mineral, and I have named 
it ‘Indianaite,’ from Indiana, and ite, 
a stone (Indiana stone). It is found 
in the greatest abundance three and 
a half miles north of Huron, Law- 
rence County, Indiana.” In addition 
to this “Indiana stone,” a fine china 
clay is now brought here over the 
Southern Railroad from near Chatta- 
nooga. 


Professor Cox was appointed one 
of the judges on fictile products at 
the Centennial Exposition, where he 
had rare opportunities of comparing 
the raw material, as well as the 
manufactured products, of the United 
States with those exhibited by for- 
eign countries.

I also have an official greeting card 
from Mayor James M. Curley of 
Boston, to the G.A.R. National En- 
campment of 1924; an official souve- 
nir of the 1907 Jamestown Exposi- 
tion; St. Louis fair of 1904 and many 
more, too numerous to mention. 
Through the years as girl, wife ana 
mother, this hobby has never become 
dull, Still absorbing as ever, it has 
carried me over many tiresome spots 
in life. Traveling quite a bit through 
the years, I have collected several 
cards. Generous friends have sent me 
many from their travels. 

In the late war, several young 
friends sent cards from all points of 
the world, even one Japanese, card 
taken from a cave where the boys 
smoked out the Japs near Correg- 
idor. 

For many years, I made no effort 
to catalog my cards, but kept each 
one as it came. They were a source 
of much enjoyment to me and the 
children, and with them we traveled 
around the world. As my collection 
assumed immense proportions, I de- 
cided to use large, stiff-backed, 
loose-leafed scrapbooks, using photo- 
graph corners to mount each card. 
I now have a total of sixteen books, 
containing only scenery, both natural 
and architectural. Each state is

My collection now comprises 
cards from each state in the Union 
and several United States territorial 
possessions. Europe and Asia are 
well represented, also Canada, Mex- 
ico, and numerous small countries. 
Below each mounted card, | make a 
note of the date and the donor; if 
collected by myself, I add a few re- 
marks and dates, which, in after 
years, will give my collection a per- 
sonal interest. I receive new cards 
from various places, they can be 
added with a minimum of trouble, as 
extra sheets of filler can be pur- 
chased. 


My collection has visited local 
schools quite frequently for geogra- 
phy and history classes as it con- 
tains many pictures of natural won- 
ders, also quite a few nationally 
known caves and historical buildings. 
Almost the entire group of Lincoln 
Shrines is included. Living near Vin- 
cennes, Ind., which is older than the 
government in the North West ter- 
ritory, I have an entire book of new 
and old pictures concerning historical 
shrines. located here, one of them be- 
ing the Old Cathedral, so remarkable 
in its antiquity and preservation. It 
was built in 1826 on the site of the 
first rough hewn log church which, 
in itself, was built probably about 
1702. A shrine truly to the pioneers, 
and a priceless heritage to all Vin- 
cennes. 


I have quite a few series of inter- 
est in this country, such as World’s 
Fairs, Expositions, San Francisco 
earthquake of 1906 and the first Mi- 
ami hurricane, just to mention a few. 
Of course, my collection does not 
equal the 900,000 card assemblage of 
one owner, but to me, my hobby is 
very interesting and a constant re- 
minder of my many friends, as it has 
been built up, one by one. After all 
these years, I am just as thrilled 
when I receive a card as when I 
started and the peculiar thing about 
it is, that you never get a duplicate. 
I anticipate many coming years of 
enjoyment from my collection and 
think anyone can start a hobby like 
this. Certainly there is none more 
fascinating.

III Prince de Monaco.” The reverse 
bears the arms and “Cent Francs 
1884.” 

Albert I., 1891-1923, also issued 
coins in the value of 100 francs in 
gold. They bear left heads by Roty 
on the obverse with the legend: “Al- 
bert I Prince de Monaco.” on the 
reverse are crowned arms: between 
branches of palm and olive, with the 
legend “Deo Jvvnate Cent Frances 
1896.” 

Charles III. was the first prince 
to issue postage stamps for Monaco. 
His head appears on the issue of 1885 
(Scotts A-1) and Albert I. appears on 
Types A2 and A5 from 1891 to 1923. 
Prince Louis, the present ruler, has 
appeared on subsequent postal issues 
as has the Grimaldi family coat of 
arms (A-12).
